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Some com parti It with Watergate 
Few residents surprised by grand jury investigation 


M(»t Wheeling residents contacted by 


The Herald yesterday expressed little 
surprise over the current federal grand 
jury investigation of alleged shakedowns 
of developers by public officials. 


Some residents compared the 
In- 


vestigatlon to the Watergate scandal. 
Others said they had heard rumors of 
political corruption In Wheeling for so 
long that the news of the investigation 
did not shock them. 


Oils "Skip" Hedlund, who ran for vil- 


lage president on the Wheeling Inde- 
pendent Pnrty in April, said ho was 
not surprised by the investigation. 


"I had heard many rumors to tills ef- 


fect, so I wasn't really surprised," ho 
sold. "I Imagine where there Is smoke, 
(hero Li fire. We'll just have to see what 
happens." 


UKDI.UNt) said, however, that he was 


concerned over the Impact of the In- 
vestigation on the community. 


"It Is probably going to reduce the con- 


fidence people hnvs In the government," 
he said. "We're going to get n black eye 
out of this no mutter what happens." 


According to Hedlund, the village will 


l» In for "another rocky year or two" if 
Indictments arc returned as a result of 
Hie Investigation. "This would Impede 
the progress in the village because they 
(village officials) arc going to bo spend- 
ing their time staying out of trouble or 
getting out of trouble." 


Gene Sackclt, Wheeling park board 


member, said he had heard about the 
Investigation six or eight weeks ago. 


"We get a lot of people In the store and 


someone six to eight weeks ago made the 
statement that this was going to hap- 
pen," ho said. "If wo hadn't heard ru- 
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mors, I would have been surprised." 


Sackctt said he was hopeful the In- 


vestigation would not turn up any 
wrongdoing by village officials. 


"If there is nothing to it, nothing will 


happen," he said. "After all, it's only a 
subpoena. If it's not true, no one should 
be hurt." 


Lillian Stiller, school board member, 


said she thought the news of the in- 
vestigation would prompt people to be- 
come more active in village government. 


"Now that the growing pains arc over, 


we've kind of forgotten that we can't let 
down," she sold. "Whether this is true or 
false, I think more people will become 
interested." 


Mns. STILLER said she was not sur- 


prised by the investigation because there 
have been rumors of political corruption 
circulating for many years. 


"I've herd bits and pieces for so long, 


you don't know what's fact and what's 
fiction," she said. "Most of it has been 
rumor." 


Richard Calfa, president of the Wheel- 


ing Chamber of Commerce, said he was 
p r i m a r i l y concerned that the In- 
vestigation would lead to indictments. 


"I do know for a fact that the grand 


jury is making an investigation of every 
community," he said. "As it stands right 
now, 
my main concern will be if they 


develop anything that is worthy of prose- 
cution." 


Two active community residents said 


they were surprised to hear of the in- 
vestigation. Richard Missing, candidate 


, for trustee on the To Overall Progress 


Party in the April village election, said 
he had had no indication of wrongdoing 
by village officials. 


"I was a little surprised to hear about 


it," Missing said. "I thought everything 


was pretty much above board in the vil- 
lage. If anything was wrong, they'd have 
done something about it before this." 


Tony Altieri, former president of the 


Wheeling Jaycees, said he, too, was sur- 
prised by the investigation. 


"I can only say I just hope the charges 


arc not really founded," he said. "I've 
always heard what I would hope are un- 
founded accusations." 


Several residents contacted at random 


e x p r e s s e d concern about the in- 
vestigation. Mrs. Richard Chandler, 10 
Cedar Dr., said she had heard rumors of 
"crooked politics" in Wheeling. 


"I'm a little distrustful of the fact that 


I'm living in a village in which this is 
going on," she said. "I just hope it all 
comes to the top. There's nothing like 
having a little Watergate." 


Mrs. Chandler said she thought the re- 


sults of April's closely contested village 
election would have been different if 
news of the investigation had been avail- 
able before voters went to the polls. 


"I think if some of this had come out 


before, the banner would have waved In 
the other direction," she said. 


MRS. CHARLES Brownfield, 326 Edge- 


wood Dr., said she had heard of the in- 
vestigation but had little comment. "Ev- 
erything's a mess — the Watergate and 
all," she said. 


Mrs. Robert Lemm, 852 Garden Ln., 


said she had not heard of the in- 
vestigation, but was disturbed about al- 
leged corruption in local government. 


"I was aware of a very crooked gov- 


ernment, and I think that's why we're 
going to be leaving the area," she said. 
"I hope they get everything that's com- 
ing to them."

Dr., Buffalo Grove, halfway around the 
world from the Korean town where .she 
wns born six months ago. 


IT WAS A LON(J, rough trip for every- 


body. 


Joe and Phyllis said when they decided 


n year ago to adopt an overseas orphan, 
they had no Idcn there was so much red 
tape Involved. 


The Holt Adoption Agency in Eugene, 


Ore., handled most of the arrangements, 
Mrs. Shcrmcr snld, along with the Illi- 
nois Department of Children and Family 
Services, who conducted a home study on 
the Schcrmcrs. 


There were Interviews at homo. Inter- 


views downtown, applications to fill out, 
medical tests far the entire family and 
references to obtain from frlcmb and 
relatives. The Schermcrs compiled all 
tho information nnd then they waited — 
and waited. 


"From the time we got the appli- 


cations, the whole process took from a 
year ago June to August," Mrs. Schcr- 
mcr said. "After we turned it all in, we 
heard nothing for two months." 


SHE WAITED as long as she could, 


Mrs. Schcrmcr said, and finally called 
tho Holt agency in October. The agency 
told her tho information on the family 
and Amy was In tho hands of the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service nnd it 
would probably be another three to five 
months before they would know any- 
thing. 


To pass the time, Mrs. Schcrmcr went 


to work as a secretary at Adlal Steven- 
son High School in Prairie View, The 
women there later gavo her a baby 
shower and another group of neighbors 
also surprised her with gifts. 


The five-month wait stretched to six 


nnd then to seven and tho Schcrmcrs 
learned the immigration service had last 
Amy's birth certificate and some other 
important papers. 


"It was so frustrating," Joe said. "It 


was like hitting our heads against a 
.brick wall." 


Finally, the Schcrmcrs learned the last 


week In May that Amy would arrive at 
O'Harc Airport Friday, June 1. 


THE FAMILY, lhat Includes three of 


the Schemer's own children, was ecsta- 
tic to have the baby home at last, said 


Mrs. Schcrmer, but Amy spent only two 
nights with them. It was then learned 
that she had to go to the hospital to be 
treated for rickets, a vitamin D deficien- 
cy disease. 


Amy spent 10 days in the hospital, but 


she's healthy now and home to stay. 


"She just fits in beautifully," Mrs. 


Schermcr said. "We couldn't ask for a 
better baby." 


Mrs. Schcrmer is anxious to bo tho 


friend and confidant she didn't have to 
other couples interested in adopting over- 
seas children. 


"IF ANYBODY wants help, perhaps I 


could give them a few shortcuts," sho 
said. "I know I would have appreciated 
just having somebody to talk to about 
it." 


The couple agreed that despite the 


frustrations in getting Amy, they'd go 
through it all again. 


"It's all worth it," Mrs. Schermcr said. 


"It requires a lot of patience and there 
were a few tears shed In between time, 
too. You think it will never happen, but it 
does." 


Tho Schermers feel giving Amy a 


home is their way of helping someone 
who needs them. 


"We always wanted to do something 


for somebody and this seemed a good 
way," Mrs. Schermer said. They will go

No charges yet 
in tri-fatality 
on tollroad 


Charges had not been filed as of late 


yesterday in a triple-fatality auto acci- 
dent on the Northwest Tollway near Hig- 
gins and Oakton roads. The accident oc- 
curred at 1 a.m. yesterday. 


Illinois State Police said Robert Lillcy, 


28, of 1125 Perth Dr., Schaumburg, was 
traveling westbound about 1 a.m. when 
he lost control of the car and crossed the 
median strip, striking an castbound car 
head-on. 


Killed in the castbound car were An- 


thony Wilson, 29, of Island Lake, Beverly 
Mackson, 27, and Ralph Peters, 33, both 
of Chicago. All were dead on arrival at 
Northwest Community Hospital. 


Lilley was admitted to Northwest Com* 


munlty Hospital with face cuts and leg 
injuries. 


According to an Elk Grove Village Po- 


lice Department report, Lilley walked 
away from the accident and was found 
dazed, in the Hyatt Chalet Motel, 1920 E. 
Higgins Rd. 


According to the report, Lilley said he 


had been boating on Lake Michigan with 
friends and then went to a party. He said 
he did not remember what happened in 
the accident and kept asking if anyone 
had been hurt, police said. 


A spokesman for the state police de- 


partment said an investigation was un- 
der way, but there was no indication 
what charges, if any, would be filed. 


Qualified residents needed 
for vacant village positions 


Wheeling officials arc seeking qualified 


residents to fill several vacancies on vil- 
lage commissions, some of which have 
been open more than a year. 


Trustee Al Lang said his committee 


has interviewed some applicants for the 
important positions on the zoning board 
and plan commission. He said, however, 
most of those interviewed did not appear 
qualified to sit on these boards which arc 
responsible 
for 
recommendations on 


building and zoning In the village. 


THE SEATS ON the zoning board and 


plan commission have been vacant more 
than a year, because of the resignations 
of Douglas Carglll, who held both posts. 


Lang said these two positions have not 


been filled because of the April 17 village 
election. "When it came near time for 
the election, we tried to hold off until 
after the election," he said. 


The trustee said that if the village 


board had appointed new commissioners, 
it might have resulted In charges that 
the board was politically packing the 
commissions. 


Likewise, Lang said he held off recom- 


mending appointments to the newly 
created environmental commission be- 
cause of the election campaigning. "I 
didn't want to start on anything until af- 
ter the election," he said. 


LANG SAID HE is now seeking three 


qualified residents to serve on the envi- 
ronmental commission, which will con- 
duct studies and make recommendations 
on various local pollution problems. 


The trustee said his committee will be- 


gin interviewing applicants for all com- 
missions in early July. He said he is now 
waiting to hear from the various com- 
mission members to find out when their 
terms expire and if they will serve 
again. 


Lang has also proposed changing the 


terms of the commissioners to run from 
July 1 to June 30, instead of the present 
May 1 to April 30. He said this will take 
the politics out of appointments to the 
commissions, since the village elections 
in April will be over and a new board 
elected. 


According to Lang, the delay in finding 


residents to sit on the plan commission 
and zoning board has caused some diffi- 
culties for those advisory bodies. 


Herb Lortz, chairman of the plan com- 


mission, said the vacancy on his board 
has made it more difficult to get enough 
members present for a quorum. 


Lang noted, however, there was no re- 


quirement in the village ordinances that 
all seats on a commission be filled. He 
said the vacancy merely caused incon- 
veniences 
for the 
various 
advisory 


boards.

A stalled engine slowed or halted com- 


muter runs on the Chledgo and North 
Western Hwy. during rush hour last 
nlBht. 


Tho engine stalled at tho Mount Pros- 


pect stntlmi. causing several other trains 
to stop behind It about 3:30 p.m.

Sheriff Frank Sain was fired by the in- 
coming Republicans for political reasons. 


No official charges of misconduct nor 


any criminal charges ever were filed 
against Guttilla. 


r,UTTIU.A ALSO said he believes 


there was more gambling In the district 
under the Ogllviu administration than 
when he was with the department. More- 
over, he said, his job was administrative 
and ho was not Involved In any in- 
vostigations. He said the policemen at 
the substation made arrests whenever 
they found violations and the gambling 
never was "cleaned up" by Ogilvic's 
men. 


"Just because I'm Italian, does that 


mean I'm connected to the Mafia?" he 
asked. "I'm clean. They can Investigate 
all they want. They've investigated me 
before and have come up with nothing," 
he added. "If I was Irish or Polish no 
one would say a word." 


Guttilla, who was appointed to the rank 


of captain In the Wheeling department 
last June and Uicn named chief In Febru- 
ary, 1973, was fired from the sheriff's 
department in 1062 by the reform admin- 
istration of then-Sheriff Richard Ogilvie. 


For much of the 10 years prior to his 


appointment in Wheeling, Guttilla was 
employed as a road equipment operator 
for two governmental agencies, onco 
apparently holding two jobs at the same 


• time. 


Guttllln, who lives In Glenvlew, was 


appointed as a captain In the Wheeling 
Polcc Department after Chief M. 0. Hor- 
chcr became 111. In February, 1973, Gut- 
tilla was named chief and Horchcr, who 
was not able to resume full duty as chief, 
was named administrative assistant to 
Village Mgr. George Passolt. Passolt has 
been served with a subpoena from the 
U.S. Attorney's office directing him to 
produce certain village records pertinent 
to the Investigation of alleged extortion 
by village officials against housing devel- 
opers. 


Guttlla, 50, joined the county sheriff's 


police Juno 7, 1947, as a patrolman and 
was promoted to plnlnclothcs detective in 
D e c e m b e r , 1961, under then Sheriff 
Frank Sain. As n detective he was as- 
signed to Division 1 headquarters on Mil- 
waukee Avenue in Nllcs during the time 
Illegal gambling operated virtually in the 
open. 


WHEN OGILVIE assumed office Dec. 


3, 1902. Ogilvlo named Arthur Bilck as 
chief of the sheriff's police and James 
McGulrc was named commander of Divi- 
sion I. 


McGulrc, now director of the police 


academy for the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment, told Herald reporters he was "sur- 
prised" to learn of Guttilla's appoint- 
ment In Wheeling. "I'm surprised they 
would name him chief," he said. "I 
thought they were building a good de- 
partment up there." 


Bilck, past director of the Illinois Law 


Enforcement Commission, said Guttilaa 
was one of 157 policemen he fired when 
he took office, including about 85 per 
cent of the Division 1 staff. 


Bilck said he fired the men because, 


"There had been open gambling in the 
division prior to the administration of 
Sheriff 
Ogilvie, especially in several 


spots along Milwaukee Avenue, close to 
the sheriff's headquarters." 


Bilck said he gathered all the evidence 


he could to determine why gambling 
joints were operating openly within three 
blocks of the sheriff's substation, yet 
never were raided by the police. 


The former sheriff's chief said the Vil- 


la Venice restaurant was In Its heydey at 
that time and celebrities such as Frank 
Sinatra, Dean Martin and Sammy Davis 
Jr., were appearing at the posh night 
spot. He said a shuttle service was being 
operated between the Villa Venice and 
several other clubs, Including the Quon- 
sct Hut at River Road and Milwaukee 
Avenue and tho Dam Inn at Hintz and 
River roads. 


Bilck said many sheriff's policemen 


and forest preserve rangers moonlighted 
at the Villa Venice, parking cars and di- 
recting traffic. "How they were unable to 
determine there was gambling three 
blocks away was hard for me to imag- 
ine," Bilek said. He said he can no long- 
er remember if there were any specific 
allegations against Guttilla, however. 


McGUIRE SAID Guttilla was fired'be- 


cause of "admittedly hearsay evidence" 
he and Bilck obtained against Guttilla, 
who McGulre said "seemed as if he ran 
the detective operation at the Niles sta- 
tion." McGuire added, however, "Our 
sources were pretty reliable." 


McGuire said the sheriff's police de- 


partment was the least effective law en- 
forcement operation in the state at the 
time Sheriff Ogilvie took office. 


Other area police sources have told 


H e r a l d investigators Guttilla once 
worked at the Nilcs substation for Jack 
Johnson when Johnson was in charge of 
investigations there. Johnson later be- 
came warden of the Cook County Jail. 


Guttilla was fired from the sheriff's de- 


partment less than a month after Ogilvie 
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Hugo selection of double knits and wovons in a 
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LAUTERWJERREM 


took the oath of office. Four months lat- 
er, county payroll records show, he was 
hired by the county as a road repairman 
in the county highway department at 
$295 every two weeks. His employment, 
colncldentally, started two months after 
Jimmy Stavros began working for the 
same department. 


From that point, the careers of Stavros 


and Guttilla follow each other quite 
closely. 


STAVROS, COUNTY records show, 


worked for the highway department from 
February 1963 to December 1966. At the 
same time, however, he is listed in coun- 
ty records as having worked for them. 
County Board Pres. Seymour Simon. 
Stavros supposedly worked for Simon 
from 1962 to December, 1966, apparently 
collecting two county paychecks at the 
same time. 


After 11 months with the highway de- 


partment, Guttilla switched 
jobs 
in 


March, 1964, also becoming 
an in- 


vestigator for Simon. 


When Simon, n maverick Democrat, 


was dumped by the party powers from 
rcnomination in 1966, both Stavros and 
Guttilla left the employ of the county. 


Guttilla next appeared on the public 


payroll in November 1967 when he re- 
joined the county highway department as 
a road equipment operator, paid $40 a 
day. He remained in that position, work- 
ing his way up to $42.40 a day until he 
resigned April 3,1969, according to coun- 
ty payroll records. 


According to State of Illinois payroll 


records, however, Guttilla joined the 
state highway department March 24, 
1969, 
a job he held until June It!, 1972, 


when he resigned to become the only 
captain in the Wheeling police depart- 
ment.

"I've put over $1.000 Into those two 


coops, and I don't want to keep pouring 
money Into them If we're going to have 
to move." he said. 


Link's fascination with pigeons began 


when he was a little boy. His father 
brought home a common city pigeon for 
him one day and he's had pigeons ever 
since. When the Link fnmlly moved out 
to Arizona several years ago they took 
all their pigeons with them and when 
they moved back to the Chicago area — 
back came the pigeons. 


The pigeons play a big role in tho 


Link's life. Mrs. Link said she's learned 
how to tnkc care of the birds since she 
and her husband were married. 


"I MAItRIED a husband and a flock of 


birds," she jokos. Even the two children 
In the fnmlly seem to love them. 


Both Link and his wife tend to the 


birds. Besides feeding them nnd cleaning 
the coop, the pigeons which race must 
also be exercised twice a day. 


For exercise tho pigeons are let out of 


their coop to fly. The Links say that tho 
flock will fly around the area of the 
house and then return to the backyard 
when they are tired. 


"Sometimes they'll fly around for an 


hour or so when they're feeling good," 
Mr. Link sold. 


The pigeons arc also taken out two or 


three times n week to be trained for rac- 
ing. Training begins before the birds can 
even fly. According to Mrs. Link the 
young birds arc let out in the back yard 
so they can become familiar with tho 
area. 


Then when the birds arc five to six 


weeks old they arc taken short distances 
nwny from tho house. The birds which 
don't return home arc Ignored and tho 
remaining birds arc taken out for In- 
creasingly longer distances. 


A good bird can fly home from dis- 


tances of more than 600 miles, Link said. 


LINK. ALONG with around 30 other 


members of a Palatine-based pigeon 
clud, races his pigeons several times a 
year. All tho pigeons In a given race are 
taken to some spot equidistant from the 
homes of all the members entered In tho 
race. The members then log In the time 
when the birds return on a special racing 
clock. 


When a bird consistently wins races, 


its owner will use It for breeding and 
then auction It off for further breeding. 
Link said all the members of the club 
donate the money from auctioned birds 
to provide scholarships for student nurs- 
es. The Links said they can't under- 
stand why anyone would complain about 
the birds. "They won't land on anybody's 
roof but our own. They know where to go. 
They're very Intelligent birds," Mrs. 
Link said. The birds even return home 
when her husband shakes their feed can 
ami whistles for them. 


"THEY KNOW his whistle," she said. 
Link said the birds also know when 


they're being properly treated. They 
won't return home unless handled gently 
and carefully. 


Explaining why he likes the birds, Link 


sold, "Maybe I like the way they return 
home." 


If tho village absolutely orders him to 


get rid of the birds, Link will ask the 
judge to have the birds locked up long 
enough for him to sell his home and 
move. But the Links Intend to fight the 
village before they do that. 


"I Just can't live without them. They're 


like a part of the family," he says.

Mosquito forecast bugs two experts 


It's been an all right year, so far as 


mosquitoes go. But mosquito watchers 
differ in their forecasts of what to expect 
this weekend. 


John L. Clarke Jr., vice president of 


Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. Inc., La 
Grange, predicts the pesky insects will 
be out In full force over the weekend. 


However, Wilbur R. Mitchell, direc- 


tor of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, Wheeling, says the mosquitoes 
shouldn't be bad at all. 


Both authorities base their outlooks on 


the heavy storm which hit the Northwest 
suburban area June 16, but draw oppo- 
site conclusions from the storm and en- 
suing weather conditions. 


CLARKE SAYS the storm produced 


the usual effect of carrying mosquito 
eggs to bodies of standing water, where, 
with the subsequent two weeks of warm 
weather, they're about ready to hatch. 


Mitchell, on the other hand, says "good 


ol* Mother Nature" has taken care of the 
mosquito larvae. Heat from the sun has 
dried up many natural breeding areas, 
Mitchell says, and as a result, "there 
won't be anything near what we antici- 
pated." 


Mitchell, whose abatement 
district 


handles anti-mosquito efforts throughout 
the Northwest suburbs, 
said regular 


checks on the mosquito 
population 


showed "a drastic drop" in the past two 
days. 


ORIGINAL estimates for a bumper 


crop of mosquitoes this season, he said, 
have not been fulfilled. "So for, it's shap- 
ing up real good," he added. 


Clarke, whose firm has been engaged 


for mosquito control by 120 Chicago area 


communities, including Palatine, Hoff-. 
man Estates and Schaumburg, says, "At, 
this point, 
the mosquito 
population 


throughout the Chicago area is very 
light. We are more or less between 
broods." 


However, "we still have eggs out 


there," he added. "How bad it will be. 
depends on the rainfall. The potential is* 
still there." 
': 


Clarke gave the following yardstick for' 


anticipating mosquito population: Half 
an inch of rainfall, followed by warm; 
temperatures, produces "mild annoy- 
ance" two weeks later. An inch and a* 
half to two inches of rainfall produces' 
"high annoyance." Four Inches of rain-, 
fall — "extreme annoyance."

Raising 13 kids isn't easy or cheap

When you're feeding 1.1 kld.1, 10 pounds 


of potatoes doesn't go very for. In fact, 
It's the minimum amount required for 
any one meal. 


So attests Mrs. Ann O'Mnllcy of KIT 


Bradley Ln., Hoffman Estates, the moth- 
er of 13. 


In a large house upon which extra 


rooms have been added, each room rings 
with the sounds of television, radios and 
records, and the cries of human laughter 
and play a good part of 24 hours each 
day. 


Raising 13 children hasn't been and 


still Is not an easy Job. It's not an in- 
expensive operation, and It definitely Is a 
Job that requires considerable amounts 
of humor, patience ami firmly estab- 
lished Inter-cooperation, according to the 
O'Malleys. 


"liaising a family however small or 


big requires the same elements of lovo 
and understanding and discipline. There 
have been unique rewards from raising a 
big family like ours, but also It has had 
lla drawbacks when It came to ex- 
penses." said Mrs. O'Malley. 


Everyone's struggling with rising food 


and clothing costs. Considering the week- 
ly grocery hill, the only way to get 
around the high prices Is to do like other 
mothers do — compare prices closely 
and shop In large quantities on sale 
Items. 


"Mi; uuv AHOIT six gallons of milk 


twice n week ami at least 10 dozen or- 
anges n week." 


One refrigerator stores the milk and 


fruit while another stationed In the fami- 
ly's kitchen houses other refrigerated 
good:,. With ii hirge freezer, sale turkeys 
ami pot roasts are bought In quantities. 


"I sadly hauled out our last turkey the 


other day. I bouiiht it on sale for 311 cents 
a pound. Now they are all 69 cents a 
pound and they only last a meal," she 
.Slid. 


As with most economically minded 


women. .Mrs. O'Mnllcy has been using 
more macaroni and rice In her meals. 
Her family Indulges in a special con- 
coction of Upton noodle soup with lots of 
rice added to offer a "filing and in- 
expensive meal In Itself." 


"In fact, my kids love soup. They cat 


that and Campbell's soups for every 
meal ot the day. Most of them cat soup 
and cream chccso on rye bread for 
breakfast, and soup and sandwiches 
again for lunch," said the mother of 13. 


Although it's more economical that way, 


conventional breakfasts of eggs, bacon 
and toast arc Sunday morning traditions. 


Leftovers 
arc 
unheard 
of In the 


O'Malley house. Friday night Is snack 
night for the younger chllden who arc 
allowed soft drinks and special treats of 
candy and Fritos. 


"The older childen who are over IB pay 


fur Ihoir own snacks and soft drinks. 
They even pay for their own clothes and 
personal items becau.se they have jobs. 
The ones out of high school pay for room 
and board. They realize the expenses we 
Incur as they j;iow older," according to 
Mr. and Mrs. O'Malley. 


HAVINi; COMI: from a large family, 


the couple now married 27 years, had 
orii'lnally w.mled one or two children. 


"Now we're playing chauffeur to near- 


ly t:t of them with our family station 
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wagon. Some of the older kids have cars 
but they're at work all day," said Mrs. 
O'Malloy. 


The children range from 8 to 22 years 


of age, each a year apart from the other 
except for two children who arc two 
years apart because, "that was the year 
we bought a house Instead," says Mrs. 
O'Malley. 


"Largo families were In fashion when 


we were planning ours. We were avid 
Catholics and didn't believe In birth con- 
trol." 


"I don't especially believe In that now, 


but I did believe I was doing the right 
thing at the time and I never regret hav- 
ing all of my children although I 
wouldn't recommend large families," she 
said. 


There certainly is no lack of commu- 


nication In this house between parents 
and children. With everyone constantly 
coming and going with jobs and play, ev- 
eryone still has a chance to talk and be 
with one another In the evenings and 
over the weekends, and then It's "tell it 
like It Is," said Mrs. O'Mnllcy. 


Where most of the children double up 


In the bedrooms, each Is responsible for 
keeping his room clean, although! Mrs. 
O'Malloy docs all of the general house- 
work, washing, ironing and dishwashing. 


"LIKE ANY parent, you love each one 


of your chllden and you care for them 
and bring them up the best way you can. 
Now that a lot of my kids are older, 
they'll soon be moving out of the house 
and sharing apartments," she said. 


Their 21-year-old son John Is the only 


married child and the only O'Malley 
youth living outside of the house. 


"I want to see them all get out on their 


own. It teaches thm a certain sense of 
responsibility. My husband and I arc 
both looking forward to the day when 
they all grow up and go out on their own. 
That's when we'll have the opportunity to 
do some of the things we've never been 
able to do." 


Her husband, Donald, partner In an 


Elk Grove Village carpet contracting 
firm, Is still able to spend a lot of time 
with his family. 


It was always a unique situation. Going 


out to the movies or dinner or carnivals 
always drew comments like "Are they 
all yours," or "oh, my goodness, look at 
all the children." 
. Like a federal program, everything In 
the O'Malley house has occurred In dis- 
tinct "phases." 


"When we only had the first half-dozen 


kids, we did a lot of things together. But 
in the next five or six years following, 
after the rest of our childen were born, it 
was really hard," said Mrs. O'Malley. 


.THIS PHASE two was marked by "too 
many small children and not enough big 
ones to help" as she puts It. But, now 
that many of the children are older, 
"we're into an easier Phase III." 


The days of dressing 13 little ones right 


down the row with mittens and boots in 
the winter arc gone for Mr. and Mrs, 
O'Malley. Days of going out and having 
13 children trailing along arc also a part 
of their past. But a constant watch on the 
unnecessary use of water and electricity, 
and a time limit on a constant use of the 
telephone and bathroom arc still in or- 
der. 


And discipline? Well, with 13 small 


children, a wrong move warranted a 
quick and easy "well directed crack In 
the rear," says Mrs. O'Malley. 


"You give them advice, teach them 


and love them. After that, their person- 
ality and the individual they arc has a lot 
to do with what kind of person that child 
will be. The parent, school and church 
can only do so much." 


Suddenly laughter and conversation 


come in the backdoor of the house, the 
telephone rings and a sudden burst of 
radio music fills the air. Is it a raid, a 
charge? No, It's just one third -of the 
O'Malley clan returning home from an 
afternoon at the pool. Rest time's over 
mom, 
and dad, at least until tomorrow 


afternoon for a few hours.

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Citizens' Action Program

• Moro than 300 protestors disrupting 


n meeting of tho Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives shouting "Tax freeze — tax 
freeze now!" 


• A coalition of senior citizens barging 


Into an AT&T stockholders meeting de- 
manding to present their request for a 50 
per cent reduction In senior citizens' tele- 
phono bills. 


• A group of 100 persons standing out- 


side tho office of the president of Jewel 
Companies Inc., waiting In talk with him 
about tho outrageous high cost of sroccr- 
ics and to demand a rollback in prices. 


This Is the Citizens' Action Program 


(CAP) - Its people. Its tnctlcs. Its mem- 
bers arc housewives, senior citizens, 
middle-class blacks, factory workers, 
businessmen. Its tactics, somewhere be- 
tween bomb-throwing and letter-writing 
campaigns, arc based on the philosophy 
that people In power must answer to tho 
public If tho public pays tho bills. 


CAP, a Chicago-based grassroots pres- 


sure group, wants to extend Its power 
base to tho Northwest suburbs. CAP has 
signed up 70 new members In Elk Grove 
Village and this week members ore go- 
Ing door-to-door to solicit members and 
donations In DCS Plalncs. Unfamiliar 
with CAP'S activities, many suburbanites 
arc reluctant to Join the group because 
they don't know what CAP Is or how it 
operates. 


CAP IS "amateurish. Irresponsible, 


militant, rndlcnl" according In its foes, 
who Include Chicago .Mayor Richard Da- 
Icy and Cook County Assessor P. J Cul- 
lerton. CAP Ls acclaimed as "n model 
for the whole country" by It* friends. 
Mary Lou Wolff. -13-year-old CAP presi- 
dent and mother of nine, describes her 
group: 


"Wo are the middle class who arc 


working and paying taxes and we cannot 
be effective until we organize. We are 
not poor enough to get government sub- 
sidles. We are not rich enough to get fa- 
vors." 


Although membership Is hard to pin- 


point. Mrs. Wolff estimates there arc 
more than 1,300 persons like herself who 
got tired of writing letters and turned to 
CAP for .v>me answers. Members range 
in ago from 20 to 80; In opinion from con- 
servative to liberal. I.Ike Mrs. Wolff, who 
Joined CAP during her fight against the 
proposed Cnwtown Expressway, most of 
CAP'.i members get Involved over on Is- 
sue close to home. Then they stay on for 
other fights. 


"CAP appeals to ordinary people who 


arc considered tho silent majority, the 
church goers*." Mrs. Wolff said. "Most 
people were suspicious at first wondering 
if CAP was too radical for them. Their 
attitudes changed when they themselves 
tried to do something about their prob- 
lems but found they weren't getting any- 
\vhere. Direct action then came very nat- 
urally. In the end, all wo have to fight 
with Is ourselves." 


Mrs. Wolff said CAP Is usually called 


in to fight an issue by .tome local group, 
such as n civic association. If CAP lead- 
ers feel tho problem Is wide-spread, they 
send out one of CAP'S three paid organ- 
izers trained In the art of community or- 
ganization. Tho organi/cr meets with the 
group to consider the problem and ways 
to fight It. The organizer will only pre- 
sent alternatives. Mrs. Wolff said; the 
group Itself decides on techniques. She 
mid CAP also tries to provide any re- 
search that Is needed. 


MEMBERS OP CAP Jokingly say the 


group was formed by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. In January, 1970 an 
group of Chlcagoans formed to protest a 
rate increase Commonwealth Edison was 
seeking from the commission. The group 
protested the Increase, demanding that 
Edison first take steps towards pollution 
control before the commerce commission 
considered any rate increase. 


The group then organized as the Cam- 


paign Against Pollution (CAP) under 
leaders like Paul Booth, labor economist 
and a member of Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society (SDS) before It took a vio- 
lent turn, and Father Leonard Dubl. Both 
men, who are still in CAP, follow the 
methods of community organizer Saul 
Alinsky who said that "power is not only 
uli.it you have but what the enemy 
thinks you have." 


CAP leaders, like Mrs. Wolff, and

CAP changed its name to Citizens Ac- 


tion Program when tho group got in- 
volved in Issues other than pollution. 
CAP now works with Its own members 
and members of other organization, In 
coalitions on tax reform, Inkefiont pre- 
servation, senior citizens, antl-Crosstown 
and anti-deterioration. 


The anti-deterioration coalltlpn, formed 


Just this year, Is fighting red-lining, the 
practice of starving a community of real 
estate 
financing. According to CAP, 


many Chicago savings and loans associ- 
ations arc refusing homo improvement 
loans to their depositors and are Instead 
filtering Uic mortgage money out Into tho 
suburbs. 


CAP IS A non-profit corporation but 


not the tax deductible kind. The group 
subsists primarily on donations to pay 
for the printing of Its newsletter and its 
small paid staff of researchers and or- 
ganizcrs. Officers arc volunteers and 
most of CAP's legal aid Is donated.

claims n variety of victories: 


• Improving the quality of the air by 


forcing Commonwealth Edison, tho Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District and United 
States Steel to adopt and Implement pol- 
lution control programs.

Operation Nutrition, n supplemental 


food program for needy families, wilt not 
be discontinued at the rnd of August 
when tho federal grant for the program 
expires. 


Tho Northwest Opportunity Center In 


Rolling Meadows, which administers tho 
program In tho area, will fund the pro- 
gram locally after August if additional 
federal funding Is not forthcoming, said 
Bruce Newton, center director. 


Tho Office of Economic Opportunity 


grant for tho program was terminated 
last year after two years but reinstated 
for an additional year under pressure. 
Trio extension expires Aug. 31 and anoth- 
er extension Is not expected. 


Tho U.S. Department of Agriculture, 


which supplies surplus food (or the pro- 
gram, Is considering taking over the ad- 
ministration and funding of the program 
but n decision Ls not expected until Uic 
fall, said Newton. 


NEWTON SAID tho Northwest Oppor- 


tunlly Center has given the program a 
high priority for local funding l>ccausc it 
provides commodities to needy families, 
docs not duplicate other services In the 
area and can be best administered re- 
gionally. 


"We see this as an extremely Impor- 


tant program. It Is the best contact pro- 
gram wo have with low-Income families. 
It Ls often tho first program people arc 
aware of and with that contact we can 
pick up on tho other needs of the fami- 
ly," said Newton. 


Between 250 and .100 families In tho 


Northwest suburbs receive supplemental 
food through Operation Nutrition. Tho 
value of tho food received last year was 
approximately 123,000. Pro-and post-na- 
tal women and children under six falling 
within tho federal poverty guidelines are 
eligible for Operation Nutrition.

United of Evanston, Is now getting into 
the problem of the high cost of living. As 
a result of CAP pressure, CAP have 
been invited to Washington, D.C. to sit in 
on meetings of the Cost of Living Coun- 
cil. 


Starting its move to the suburbs last 


year, CAP charged that Woodfield Mall 
in Schaumburg, Randhurst Shopping 
Center in Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Park Race Track in Arlington Heights 
were drastically underassessed. The 
group urged special reassessments of the 
properties, but none were taken. 


CAP has already established branches 


in Oak Park and Waukcgan after being 
called in for help by both groups. In Oak 
Park residents are fighting red-lining 
by local savings and loans. In Waukegan, 
residents areflghting the operation of a 
nuclear power plant in nearby Zlon. 


There are two reasons for current at- 


tempts to gain members in the North- 
west suburbs, according to Mrs. Wolff. 


"There are a lot of problems that affect 


the neighborhoods of Chicago that affect 
the suburbs as well," she said, pointing 
to tax reform and the cost of living. "It's 
long past the day that problems are re- 
stricted by the boundary of a city. Also, 
wo want to give CAP a broader base and 
more power." 


STORMING INTO meetings, making 


demands, picketing — this is the CAP of 
the city. How about the CAP of the sub- 
urbs? 


Food for the program Is provided and 


transported to a central warehouse in 
Chicago by Uic U S. Department of Agri- 
culture at no cost. The food is then taken 
to the local OEO offices participating in 
the program where It Is packaged for 
distribution. 


The cost of administering the program 


at the Northwest Opportunity Center last 
year was $1-1,000. This Included $6,000 for 
the center's share of the rental of the 
warehouse and administrative costs and 
$H,(XM) for an additional staff person to 
administer the program at tho center. 
Transportation of the food from the cen- 
tral warehouse to tho center Is provided 
free by H.B. Fuller of Palatine.

"We have no set rules," Mrs. Wolff 


said. "We have to first analyze an issue, 
talk to the people and do what's in their 
experience. We choose the technique that 
suits the situation. If you completely 
cave into the rules all the time you'd be 
boxed in. We're not saying you should 
break every rule/ but you must change 
some of them because you're not going 
to get anywhere if you don't. 


"I am always asked why I have to 


bring 100 people with me all the time. I's 
very effective. If someone knows 100 
people are outside and interested, that 
puts on tho pressure." 


CAP OFFICIALS say they do not in- 


tend to push their way into the suburbs. 
CAP canvassers stopped soliciting in Elk 
Grove Village last week when they dis- 
covered that Elk Grove residents were 
not rcallly interested in CAP or fighting 
unfair tax assessments. The canvass 
stopped after the group contacted about 
two-thirds of village residents, getting 
about $880 in contributions and 70 new 
members. CAP's goal had been $1,503 in 
donations and 300 members. 


"There was not much interest in tho 


tax issue," said Joe Perilli, director of 
CAP's membership drive. "People listen- 
ed to us but they didn't really know 
about CAP. Most of the people wanted to 
sco what CAP had done in Elk Grove 
Village. They said 'show me.' " 


PERILLI SAID NO resident indicated 


CAP was too radical for tho suburbs. 


CAP should have better luck in DCS 


Plaines, according to Perilli. 


"Dcs Plaines is an older community, 


more established," he said. "The people 


there have more familiarity wit the is- 
sues in Chicago. We understand they 
have some problems with the MSD there 
and with flooding of the Des Plaines Riv- 
er." 


Des Plaines residents are fighting to 


block construction of an MSD sewage 
treatment plant at Elmhurst Road and 
Oakton Street. 


After Des Plaines, CAP will mmve on 


to Glenview and Northbrook. The group 
has petitioned to solicit in Glencoe and 


Skokie and is waiting for an answer. 
CAP officials hope that suburbanites will 
take more of an interest b CAP than 
they did in Elk Grove Village, but if they 
don't, Mrs. Wolff won't be too dis- 
appointed. 


"We're mainly doing a fund-raising 


job, and trying to find out what people 
are interested in," she said. "I think the 
response really depends on the suburb. 
CAP 
does middle-class organizing. 


Maybe some suburbs are too affluent."

natural gas and coal Industries and 
friends. Dut this week's disclosure by the 
Federal Trade Commission's (FTC) di- 
rector of the bureau of competition, 
James T. Halvcrson, Indicates the emo- 
tion may not havo been lopsided after 
all. 


Halvcrson, testifying Wednesday In 


Washington before a Senate judiciary 
subcommittee, <iald the FTC Is ready to 
recommend antitrust action against eight 
of tho country's largest petroleum com- 
panies, A commission Investigation In- 
dlcalca that tho anticompetitive structure 
of the oil Industry has helped create tho 
gavillnc "shortage," he .said 


The same industry may have engaged 


In n conspiracy to make It appear that 
there Is a shortage of natural gas, he 
added. 


Citing the shutdowns of Independent 


gasoline stations, Halvcrson said, "Our 
Investigation suggests that activities by 
major oil companies have had significant 
anticompetitive effects. Their control of 
refinery capacity and pipelines also con- 
stitutes n significant competitive prob- 
lem in the oil Industry and contributes to 
tho Independents' present difficulty."

A GREAT ntCSII-WATER Inland sea 


Is dying. And tho killers of Lake Mich- 
igan arc still at large. 


"Long ago we used to speak of tho four 


horsemen — Death, Famine, Pestilence 
and Disease," comments Jacob DuMclIo 
of tho Illinois Pollution Control Board. 
"In Lake Michigan's case we can name 
at least as many ... Tho killers of Lake 
Michigan arc Neglect, Stupidity, Greed 
and Apathy. 


"Because of neglect we failed to Install 


secondary treatment at many sewage 
plants around the lake," said DuMelle in 
a recent Chicago speech before the Lake 
Michigan Water Analysts. Altnough the 
uso of secondary treatment In the acti- 
vated sludge process has been known 
since 1914, the failure to install the nec- 
essary equipment for this procesi at 
many plants along the lakeshoro has 
added a tremendous volume of phos- 
phorus to the lake. 


Stupidity is reflected in our inability to 


come up with accurate readings on the 
rainfall and dustfall contribution of phos- 
phorus to the lake, said DuMelle. Be- 
cause of greed, some industries have not 
curtailed dumping wastes into the lake 
until they are forced to do so by the gov- 
ernment. 


"Because of apathy, you and I don't do 


as much as we should to protect the 
lake," DuMelle continued. "We are pro- 
fessionals in special fields but we are 
also highly informed, knowledgeable citi- 
zens whose counsel will be listened to by 
public officials." 


Here are some actions listed by Du-

• First, prod federal officials to quan- 


tltate phosphorus Inputs and all algae 
micronutrlents in the lake. 


• Write to the President to release im- 


pounded funds for sewage treatment 
plant construction. 


• Support increased diversion of water 


from Lako Michigan. 


This would Improve the quality of the 


water In the Chicago canals, the Chicago, 
DCS Plalnes and Illinois rivers and would 
take more phosphorus out of the lake, 
DuMelle said. 


• Encourage industries ot use "best 


practicable technology" in their treat- 
ment of discharges into the lake. They 
will be required to do so anyway by fed- 
eral law. 


• Begin long-term monitoring of sig- 


nificant eutrophicatlon (growth of nutri- 
ents) at facilities along the lake shore. 
From this data scientists can determine 
cause and effect relationships — the 
deterioration of Lake Erie, for example. 


• Finally, communicate with decision- 


makers Call or write legislators and Join 
the citizen action groups concerned with 
the Lako Michigan water quality.

house and two village attorneys working 
on ll fulltlmc," Palatine Village Manager 
Bcrton G. Braun told Kiric and members 
of an MSD blue ribbon committee. 


"You're placing on the municipalities 


the problem of enforcing the uncnfor- 
ciblc," Braun said. 


AIU.INGTON HEIGHTS Village Engi- 


neer Alan Sander told of his village's ex- 
perience In trying to enforce storm sump 
pump disconnections in one area of the 
village. 


Although residents had four feet of san- 


itary sewage effluent in their basement, 
and although the village officials met 
with the homeowners at H subdivision as- 
sociation meeting, the program had little 
success, he said. 


"It worked for one week, until we told 


the first person his sump pump was ille- 
gally connected. The first day we got 
into 30 homes, the second day three 
homes, then on the third day we didn't 
get into any," Sander said. 


He challenged MSD officials who said 


90 per cent of the homeowners would co- 
operate voluntarily with the program. In 
some cases, he said, the disconnection 
would cost a homeowner $1,500 to $2,000. 
"It would take one hell of a program to 
sell those people," he said. 


The officials also complained about the 


Impossibility of meeting n Jan. 1, 1974 
deadline for completion of inspections 
and work to correct the illegal hookups. 


Ayoub Talhami, a civil engineer from 


the MSD's local sewers division, pointed 
out if a town gets started on the program 


it can ask for an additional year to com- 
plete the work. 


TALHAMI ADMITTED that since only 


a few municipalities have complied with 
the ordinance and begun work, most 
communities are six months behind. 


Talhami suggested the local officials 


get started on visual inspections for ille- 
gal downspouts, problems with manholes 
which cause storm sewage to leak into 
the sanitary system, and other problems 
such as yard drains, areaway drains and 
cross connections which can be seen 
without entering a private home. "Those 
you can see, those can be corrected In- 
expensively and they could solve 60 to no 
per cent of the problem. You arc looking 
for the elephants instead of tho ants," 
Talhami said. 


The Palatine village manager said that 


the MSD ordinance doesn't give villages 
the option to just work on the easily-ac- 
complished parts and ignore illegal sump 
pump connections. 


In response to questions whether the 


MSD law department would help commu- 
nities fight In court to enforce the ordi- 
nance against individual residents, Tal- 
hami said his answer would be a "quali- 
ifed yes." 


DICK 1IARWOOD, a developer who 


serves on the blue ribbon committee, told 
the municipal officials that unless tho 
problems are corrected, Industry will be 
kept out of communities and new housing 
developments will be halted because of 
limited sewer capacity. 


"The district will assist you, but you 


can't expect the district to do the job for 
you," Harwood told the municipal lead- 
ers. 


To compound the problem even fur- 


ther, an Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency representative at the meet- 
ing told the local officials it will be sev- 
eral years before any federal funds for a 
sewer rehabilitation program would be 
made available to help local towns pay 
for work of repairing breaks in major 
sewer lines which cause Infiltration of 
ground water into the sanitary sewers. 


Among the communities represented at 


the meeting were Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove, Wheeling, Schaumburg Des 
Plaines, Mount Prospect, Hanover Park, 
Palatine, Eik Grove Village and Rolling 
Meadows.

Election board 
is 'deadlocked' 


For more than two years, Re- 


publicans and Democrats in the Il- 
linois General Assembly have been 
quibbling over the makeup of a 
state Board of Elections. 


The 1070 state constitution de- 


creed the creation of the board to 
"have general supervision over the 
administration of the registration 
nnd election laws throughout the 
state." 


According to the constitution. 


"The 
General Assembly by Ian- 


shall determine the size, manner of 
selection and compensation of the 
board." 


That. It would seem, should be no 


insurmountable task for a group of 
public officials schooled and expe- 
rienced in the intricacies of elec- 
tions. 


Hut in their perpetual quest for 


partisan advantage, the Republi- 
can and Democratic election ex- 
perts in the legislature have been 
unnhlc since January of 1071 to ar- 
rive at a reasonable determination 
of the size and manner of selection 
of sued a board. 


There have been proposals for a 


fivc'incmbcr board, a seven-mem- 
ber hoard, a nine-member board. 
There have been suggestions that 
the nominees be selected by legis- 
lative leaders of both parties, by 
the governor, by an independent 
citizens' committee. 


Out a major stumbling block has 


been the question of uho should 
have the 
tie-breaking vote on 


matters which arc deadlocked be- 
fore the Board of Elections. 


Elections Committee unveiled a 
m a s t e r f u l piece of legislation 
which the committee said provides 
an answer to that dilemma. Spon- 
sored by four suburban Republi- 
cans, Sen. John Nimrod of Skokie; 
Sen. John Graham of Bnrrington 
(co-chairman of the state Election 
Laws Study Commission); Sen. 
David .1. Regner of Mount Pros- 
pect; and Sen. Terrel E. Clarke of 
Western Springs, the bill presented 
a new concept in resolving dead- 
locks. 


It is a unique and an imaginative 


approach. And, to us, it makes no 
sense at all. 


Rather than an odd-numbered 


membership which might conceiv- 
ably result in some partisan advan- 
tage to one side or another, the 
Senate would give us a four-mem- 
ber board, each member being one 
of two nominees of the four party 
leaders in the House and tha Sen- 
ate. 


In the unlikely event these four 


highly partisan officials should find 
themselves split along party lines 
on some controversial issue, the 
Senate has arrived at a method of 
settling the dispute which is daz- 
zling in its simplicity. 


In case of a tic vole, the Illinois 


Board of Elections would simply 
call in it; hired clerk and instruct 
him to draw from a hat the name 
of one o' the four overseers of the 
democratic process. 


That men her then would be de- 


prived of his vote, and — Presto1 


— no more deadlock. 


Last week, with a proclamation 
It would matter not one whit the 


of bipartisan support, the .Senate 
merit of his position. 


Police state seeds? 


It was a minor Incident and no 


far-reaching conclusions should be 
drawn from the unfortunate expe- 
rience nf n demonstrator during a 
presidential visit to Pckin, III., the 
other day. 


First, police and Secret Service 


agents made the man take his 
"Impeach Nixon" sign off its pole, 
then ordered him to remove it 
from its plywood backing. 


When he gave them an argu- 


ment, they arrested him and. ac- 
cording to n wire service report, 
hustled him around a corner uhcre 
an officer clamped metal key.; over 
his mouth, jerking his head back 
nnd 
forcing him to his knees. 


Then he was handcuffed. 


If it was n case of "police brutal- 


ity." or just the use of somewhat 
more physical force than might 
have been necessary, it is not the 
first time it has happened in this 
country, or anywhere else nnd 
won't be the last. And after all, 
presidents have been known to be 
assassinated during public appear- 
ances. 


Even if we grnnt this, however, 


and even if we dismiss the demon- 
strator as some sort of kook or a 
troublemaker, 
there 
was 
also 


the unpleasant sight of a police- 
man with a rifle shouting from the 
top of n nearby building: "No pic- 
tures!" 


What would he have done if some 


news photographer 
had taken a 


picture —shot him? 


Yes. the demonstrator in Pokin 


may have been a kook, just as drug 
pushers may be "the very vermin 
of humanity," as Myles J. Am- 
brose, a federal drug abuse offi- 
cial, said recently in defense of 
lawmen who have mistakenly bro- 
ken into homes of innocent citizens 
and terrorized them on more than 
one occasion. 


But we could do worse than re- 


call a statement attributed to an 
anti-Nazi martyr whose name at 
one time was well-known in Amer- 
ica: 


"In Germany they first came for 


the Communists, and 
I didn't 


speak up because I wasn't a Com- 
munist. Then they came for the 
Jews and I didn't speak up because 
I wasn't a .lew. Then they came for 
the trade unionists, and I didn't 
speak up because I wasn't a trade 
unionist. Then they came for the 
Catholics, and I didn't speak up be- 
cause I was a Protestant. Then 
they came for me — and by that 
time no one was left to speak up." 


For Communists or Jews or 


trade unionists, substitute kooks or 
demonstrators or "vermin" and 
Pastor Martin Nlemoler's words 
strike uncomfortably close to home 
today.

There he Is, out there on the political 


field, the rookie quarterback trying to 
lead his battered team to victory over 
not one, but two experienced opponents. 
(Never mind that one is a mediocrity; 
everybody knows the other is the Super- 
bowl champ.) 


Walker had just picked himself up 


from another loss, the resounding pas- 
sage of the so-called "tax relief" bill ush- 
ered through the General Assembly by 
what appears more and more to be an 
unholy 
alliance between 
Republican 


House Speaker W. Robert Blair of Park 
Forest and Mayor Daley. 


The defeat was the more resounding, 


because the governor had laid his pres- 
tige on the line by making not one, but 
two appearances before Democratic 
caucuses of House members to Implore 
their support against the Blair tax relief 
plan. 


Walker asked defeat of the Blair pro- 


gram — which would remove one-half 
cent of the sales tax Downstate while re- 
taining it in the six-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area to finance a mass transit 
district — because tho bill provides a tax 
break for only one-third of the people of 
the state. 


He asked them instead to support his 


tax relief plan of a $10 per capita ex- 
emption on the income tax, and his mass 
transit financing program based on utili- 
ty, gasoline and parking taxes in the six- 
county area. 


So the House went back after Walker's 


picas and not only passed Blair's bill, but 
gave it 107 votes — the exact number 
needed to override, a veto, should Walker 
exercise it. 


Following that action, Walker suppor- 


ters estimated that the governor's tax- 
relief plan has "no chance" for passage. 


Where does that leave the governor? 
It leaves him in the position of being 


able to sign a bill which will provide the 
major financing for the mass transit sys- 
tem and give sales tax relief to Down- 
state, because a veto would be futile, and 
the bill was forced upon him by Republi- 
cans and Daley Democrats. 


It leaves him in the position of blaming 


Republicans and Daley Democrats for 
scuttling his plan which would have giv- 
en tax relief to all residents of the state. 


It leaves him in the position of pointing 


an accusing finger at suburban Republi- 
cans for joining the "Blair-Daley al- 
liance" — only representatives Eugene 
F. Schlickman of Arlington Heights, John 
Friedland of South Elgin and Richard A. 
Walsh of Oak Park, among Northwest 
suburban Republicans, voted against the 
Blair plan. 


It leaves him with an added measure 


of respect among House Democrats, who 
were impressed by his eloquence when 
he came to their caucus to ask their 
help. 


It leaves him with an added weapon in 


his fight for voter support in electing his 
legislative candidates next year. 


It also leaves him at third down with a 


lot of yardage to go. 


But it is early in the game, and the 


rookie quarterback is showing no signs of 
panic.

Natural gas 'shortage' 
a fake, expert declares 


An expert on utilities and utility rates 


has contended that "the severity of the 
so-ended nnttir.nl gas shortage probably 
is more Imagined than real," 


Theodore E. Maynnrd, president ami 


fnumlcr nf National Utility Service, Inc., 
New York-based International utility rate 
consulting organization, said that It Is be- 
coming Increasingly apparent to him 
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that "the scare tactics of the natural gas 
interests arc self-serving and designed to 
result In legislation favoring the In- 
dustry." 


Mnynnrd said he agreed with some 


members of n Senate subcommittee In- 
vestigating the situation who indicated 
that "the natural gas shortage Is being 
caused by gross fraud Involving major 
fias producers and the Federal Power 
Commission." 


THE HATE SPECIALIST noted that 


the recent staff reported by the FPC, re- 
leased Inst month and entitled "1973 Nat- 
ural Gas Reserve Study," concluded that 
the natural gas shortage is even more 
serious than the Industry Itself had esti- 
mated, and recommended deregulation 
ns necessary to insure an adequate sup- 
ply of heating fuel. 


"However," Maynnrd declared, "Sen- 


ate subcommittee sources disclosed that 
'JO per cent of those who worked on the 
FPC staff report actually were employes 
of the blc oil ami gas companies and 
most of the others were FPC people who 
cnme from the Industry." 


These sources further Indicated that 


the conclusion of the report was based on 
n sampling of 150 gas fields — 100 of 
them old established fields where re- 
serves are fairly well known. However, 
out nf the thousands of new natural gas 
fields, only 50 were checked. 


ON TIIK BASIS of Information sup- 


plied by Independent natural gas produc- 
ers, Mnynnrd said, subcommittee In- 
vestigators asserted that the FPC and 
the major producers "suppressed parts 
of the study which used compnny-to-com- 
pany records showing gas reserves were 
too great to justify deregulation." 


The Senate subcommittee slated three 


days of hearings, to be completed today, 
to determine If the evidence warrants 
charges of conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. The focus of the hearings will be 
the FPC staff report.

More gasoline stations than ever have 


reduced operating hours or restricted 
sales because there's not enough fuel to 
go around, but the American Automobile 
Association says the scarcity varies 
greatly from area to area around the na- 
tion. 


A Massachusetts legislator said unless 


Martha's Vineyard gets more gasoline 
the tourist island may go bankrupt. 


During the summer vacation months 


most Americans will be concerned with 
Uie supply of gasoline for their cars, and 
the AAA, in its weekly report on filling 
stations nationwide, said less than half — 
46 per cent — are operating normally. 


The AAA said the Northeast — espe- 


cially New York and New Jersey — had 
the fewest number of gasoline stations 
affected by the fuel shortage. The great- 
est number of stations curtailing sales 
and service are in the Pacific Northwest. 


THE AAA SAID 47 per cent of the sta- 


tion's in its survey have reduced oper- 
ating hours, 10 per cent have imposed 
limits on sales, and 4 per cent are liter- 
ally out of gas. 


The AAA report said 73 per cent of the 


filling stations in the Northeast were op- 
crating normally, but on Martha's Vine- 
yard, a tourist island off Cape Cod, Mas- 
sachusetts Rep. Terrence P. McCarty 
said gas stations must have fuel quick, 
lest the entire island go bankrupt.

A 
moving van is waiting in the driveway 
for a young boy's teddy bear and a girl's 
prized doll collection. Tomorrow the tele- 
phone will be disconnected and the elec- 
tricity turned off. 


Good-byes to old friends and hellos to 


new neighbors are familiar scenes in 
the suburbs — about 1,200 families move 
in and out of a community each year, 
just in Elk Grove Village, for example. 


Veteran mover AI Shumskl, sales man- 


ager of Hollander Storage and Moving 
Co. in the village, says 45 per cent of 
these moves are made during the sum- 
mer months when children are out of 
school. 


Although it has been shown that mov- 


ing during the school year has no ad- 
verse affect on children, many families 
still want to move during June, July and 
August, Shumski said. He said that on 
the contrary, school is a good place to 
meet people and it is sometimes easier 
for a child to find new playmates during 
the school year. 


SHUMSKI SAYS children are easy to 


move, but occasionally they are con- 
cerned about their possessions. "I've had 
children come to me and tell me to be 
careful with their toys. I show them how 
their things will be sent and have them 
write on the box, "This is Billy's, and you 
must be careful with it.' 


"Women are easier to move than men, 


if generalities can be made, 
because 


women have a feel for it," Sumski said. 
"Women know about chaos and spilt 
milk — and are not upset if something 
happens.

NEW YORK - "Even If you moved 


every two ycnrs or so because of your 
husband's cnrecr, there's a terrible feel- 
Ing of uncertainty nt some point in the 
process of being relocated," Is the way 
ono corporate wife summed up her feel- 
InKs. 


In It years of marriage she and her 


hushnnd moved nine times until 
he 


suitched employers. Today they and 
their two son* arc settled Into n northern 
New Jersey suburb where they have 
lived for n record three years. 


"You can deal with all the details of 


the move, which luckily will take your 
mind off the reality of what moving per 
so meant to eiich of you, but eventually 
you have to face reality. What about 
schools In the new location? Will there he 
n Little League within walking distance 
of your new homo so you aren't trapped 
into being n chauffeur mother? Is there a 
chapter of League of Women Voters or 
the American Association of University 
Women — Instant sources of friends? 
These arc all big, real questions and un- 
til they're nil answered and neatly In 
place you find yourself feeling very un- 
certain about life in ficncral." 


Each year, according to the U. S. Cen- 


sus Buromi, somo 10 million American 
families change residences. Of these 
more than a million families move from 
one city to another because the head of 
the household Is transferred by his com- 
pany In n more responsible position. 
American Industry spends more than $1 
billion n year to transfer key personal. 
Ami In somo cases carportlons face hid- 
den costs far exceeding the reimburse- 


ment of moving expenses when transfer- 
ees encounter real estate problems. 


THESE HIDDEN costs can arise from 


employe dissatisfaction, distraction, re- 
fusal to transfer or even occasional res- 
ignations to escape a change. The forced 
sale of ono home and purchase of anoth- 
er arc matters not to be taken lightly. 


Even under tho most favorable cir- 


cumstances, a transferred family can 
also face a substantial financial loss if 
their previous residence fails to sell 
quickly.

WHEN THE Inter-City member lists a 


transferee's homo for sale, he obtains in- 
formation on his client's preferences — 
whether tho homo must be now or old, 


size of family, number of bedrooms and 
bathrooms, special features desired, the 
kind and amount of furniture the family 
owns, type of neighborhood sought, 
church and school requirements, etc. 
These details arc referred immediately 
to an Inter-City member in the destina- 
tion community. 


When the member at destination re- 


ceives a referral, ho is obligated to tele- 
phone the incoming client within 24 hours 
and establish contact. Ho then surveys 
available homes and matches the trans- 
feree's descriptions and photos of suit- 
able properties to send to the family that 
intends the move together with key infor- 
mation about the new community.

An official of Thorsen Realtors, ICRS 


member in LaGrange, a western suburb 
of Chicago, recalled one such incident, 
where a transferee bought a home in a 
day or two on his first visit to a new 
community. 


"A friend of mine who works for one of 


the major airlines and lived in Wilmetto 
told mo he was about to bo transferred to 
Washington, D. C. We referred him to 
Hicks Realty, a member In Alexandria, 
Va. Ho and his family flew there on a 
Saturday morning and by Sunday after- 
noon they had bought a house in Alexan- 
dria." At tho same time the Thorsen offi- 
cial referred the executive to another In- 


ter-City member which listed his WIN 
mettc residence, near Chicago, for sale. 


"WITHIN A WEEK, the Wilmette 


house was sold," Burnette said. "We 
were able to work out closing dates for 
both transactions so there was no need 
for interim financing. From the time 
they knew they were going to move until 
they had bought and mode a sale, only 
12 days had elapsed." 


Owen E. Hall, president of ICRS and a 


Birmingham, Mich., Real estate bro- 
ker, acknowledged that both ends of a 
transaction are seldom concluded that 
rapidly. "But the incident docs illustrate 


nally involved in directing the move and 
telling how things should be done." 


In Shumski's 25 years in the business, 


he has moved almost everything from 
valuable paintings to big game collec- 
tions. About the only things his compwiy 
doesn't handle are valuable papers (like 
deeds), jewelry and stamp and coin col- 
lections. Shumski says these things 
should be transported by the individual. 


One of Shumski's most unusual cus- 


tomers was a big game hunter who want- 
ed his trophy collection moved, "wo 
moved stuffed leopards, a buffalo head 
and a gorilla for Mm," Shumski said. 
When asked how do you move a gorilla, 
Shumski said, "Very carefully." (Actual- 
ly the gorilla was packed upright, bolted 
to the bottom of a large box. Packing 
material was omitted so as not to mat 
the fur.) 


PETS ALSO ARE transported by Hol- 


lander, but not along with the refrig- 
erator and sofa. Shumski said when a 
family wants its pet moved, the company 
makes arrangements for a veterinarian 
to pick up the animal, take it to a kennel, 
give it any necessary shots and take the 
pet to the airport.

Wall-to-wall people tarnish Golden State's image

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A few days 


after news stories and pictures of tho 
February, 11)71, earthquake in Los Angel- 
es were printed on front pages around 
the world, n native Angclcno remarked: 


"Well, thank God for an earthquake 


now and then. Otherwise everybody in 
the country would be out here."

THEN. OVEIt 50 years, over five dec- 


ndes. he watched tho outsiders tumble In 
— the Okies from the dust bowl, the wild- 
catters smelling oil, tho GIs who got a 
laste of tho land of milk and honey In 
World War II and never forgot sailing to 
tho Pacific under tho Golden Gate. 


Tho girls drawn by tho myth of Lnnn 


Turner nt Schwab's Drug Store, the farm 
workers flocking to the lush San Joaquln 
Vntley, the men and women at the Mon- 
terey canneries, the land developers. 


Tho old folks — from Nebraska or 


Iowa or Missouri or Kansas — hunting a 
serene place In tho sun, tho religious fa- 
natics and just plain nuts. Tho hippies. 


And finally tho horde of aerospace 


workers attracted to high pay and glam- 
or jobs until at tho peak, one out of every 
20 adults in California was tuned in on 
that one industry. 


In 1020, California had 3.4 million 


people. 


THE CLIMAX came in 1070, when tho 


census showed that California had gone 
over tho 20 million mark and replaced 
Now York State as the most populous in 
tho nation. 


Even as that dubious eminence was 


reached, statistics showed that actually 
California had been undergoing a steady 
decline in migration into the state. 


The total of "In-mlgrants" over those 


departing stood at .138,854 in tho year 
1062. But by 1970 it had shrunk to 40,430 
— n ratio of 1 to 8. 


The capper came this year when Con- 


rad Jamison, a population expert with 
the Security Pacific National Bank, re- 
leased figures showing that Los Angeles 
County — the center of It all — was los- 
ing population at tho rate of 64,000 a 
year. 


So It finally became evident that some 


of tho glitter is going out of the Golden 
State. 


Tho man who blessed an occasional 


earthquake as a deterrent may be get- 
ting his wish that outsiders stay out. 


WHY THE TARNISH In California's nl- 


luro? Is it a temporary phenomenon or is 
it permanent? 


Tho answers to "why" are myriad. 


Earthquakes, smog, bumper to bumper 
traffic, a drug-crazed Manson "family," 
campus violence, tho Watts riots. Yose- 
mito fouled with campers. 


No doubt they all enter in. 
But take earthquakes. The 1071 quake 


took 64 lives. And while being in the epi- 
center of a quake can be terrifying, logic 
dictates that the probability of death is 
far greater every year in a flood, tor- 
nado, hurricane or other disaster. 


Take smog. New York's grit is far 


worse. Take Yosemite. California still is 
a land of unbelievable gratification in 
ocean, mountain and desert. The almost 
inescapable conclusion is that tho princi- 
pal reason is economic. Jobs.

THE AREOSPACE Industry is a prime 


example. In December, 1067, with the 
Apollo man-to-the-moon program at full 
blast, employment in ordnance, elec- 
tronics, aircraft and instruments totaled 
616,200 men and women — many of them 
with jobs paying $25,000 a year and 
more. 


Then came a recession that particular- 


ly affected aerospace. Total employment 
in May, 1971, was down to 443,800. This 
past March it showed a resurgence to 
471,200. 


Agriculture Is another case in point. 


Although California is ono of the biggest 
agricultural states and its gross output 
increases yearly, farm employment has 
dropped because of mechanization. It 
was 287,100 in 1971 and 279,300 in 1972. 


Jamison is one of those who think the 


economic factor is paramount. He points 
a finger specifically at "fanatic and mili- 


tant environmentalists" while acknowl- 
edging the part played by those who 
would protect resources and natural 
beauty. 


"California is getting a reputation of 


being an area where you can't do any- 
thing in new business or industry or get 
a job because the militant environmen- 
talists will clobber you," he said. 


JAMISON SAYS he believes "environ- 


mcnlallsm" may have reached its high 
tide. 


"I think people are beginning to realize 


that for most the quality of life begins 
with the job," he said. "Perhaps when 
we start having electricity brownouts 
pcoplo will think again about banning 
power plants in coastal areas." 


There ore many who take exception to 


that viewpoint end ono is Michael 
McCloskey, executive director of tho 
Sierra Club, which is California's most 
powerful environmental group. 


"We are in favor of zero population at 


the earliest feasible time," McCloskey 
said. 


He looks on California's reduced popu- 


lation as a "hopeful sign." 


"The state which has led the nation In 


so many things destructive to the envi- 
ronment may be showing signs now of 
leading the way to a more stable popu- 
lation," McCloskey said. 


"What's happening is that environmen- 


talists are no longer on the outside look- 
ing in and resorting to lawsuits to stop 
things. Voters are beginning to take the 
initiative. Business and industry will 
come to realize that a well planned com- 
munity Is a good climate for business." 


THE QUESTION of whether "bigness" 


is goodness has brought such conflict 
that there is discussion of dividing Cali- 
fornia into two states — North and South. 


There were calls for halting the $2 bil- 


lion California water project, which 
brings water from the rainy north more 
than 500 miles to the parched south via a 
canal-like viaduct. 


Somo northern Californlans opposed 


the project because it would permit the 7 
million population of the Los Angeles

THE NUMBER of births In California

by more than 3 million. That, of course, 
is a national trend.

has turned up slightly since the 40,430 
rate in 1960. In 1971 it went up to 89,023 
and last year to 103,600.

The combination door Is one that needs 


care and mnlnlennr,cc since It Is exposed 
to everything all year long. It also Is the 
door likeliest to develop problems or suf- 
fer an accident. 


Dtirlnif cold weather It carrlrs n heavy 


Klnss Insert. In the summer It holds n 
lighter screen Insert. It may slam too 
quickly or close loo slowly because of the 
differing woiitht. If It slams loo often, the 
door can become damaged. It also Is a 
hazard to the people who KO through It. 


IF IT CLOSES too slowly n stiff wind 


may catch and blow it open, straining 
the hingot. 


A pneumatic door closer should Iw 


ui«l on every storm door. A spring in 
the tubular closer .'tarts the door closing 
when it Li wide open. Pneumatic pres- 
sure cuts the .speed of the door just be- 
fore It is fully closed. 


If you have a storm door without n 


closer, install one. If you have a closer, 
learn how to adjust It as the weight of 
the door changes depending on whether 
you have a screen or n sti-rm insert In 
use.

mounted on the inside of the frame and 
the inside of the door, generally at the 
top. If the closer Is difficult to adjust or 
adjusting doesn't correct the problem, 
then it Is possible that it is mounted on 
the door jamb too far from the door. 
Remount the bracket closer to the door. 


If a door proves too heavy for the 


closer, try moving the closer from the 
top to the middle of the door. This will 
distribute the weight more evenly. 


If your storm door Is subject to being 


caught by heavy winds, you may want to 
install a chain guard. This consists of a 
chain and a spring. Before the door Is 
blown too far out the coil spring in the 
unit absorbs the shock as the end of the 
chain Is reached. 


U'HF.N YOU mount the chain, make 


certain it stops the door short of the 
frame. You wont the spring to start its 
point where It is nt right angle to the 
work before there is a strain on the 
hinges. 


Any door tltat has been blown about a 


bit will develop trouble. The likely spot is 
the hinges. These may loosen. 


If they do, replace the screws with 


larger screws. If the wood Ls too torn up, 
plug the holes witli wood filler and rcdrill 
t'.v screw holes. If the hinges arc bent 
%hey may have to be replaced. 


Frequent hanging will knock a metal 


door out of square. Tlie.se have joints at 
the corners that become loose. Take the 
door off and examine how it was made. 
You will find screws that can be tight- 
ened. You will find that the bottom rail 
can be adjusted easily without removing 
the door.

Arlington Gallery of Homes Northwest, 
reports that these statistics closely paral- 
lel those of the Gallery of Homes Inter- 
national Relocation Service, which dur- 
ing 1973 will assist in the Interstate 
moves of an estimated 23,000 families. 


"Gallery figures also compare with

They are: Maine, Rhode 
Island, Delaware, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Virginia, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi. 


Also Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri,

of the entire survey," said Impey, "is 
the tremendous overall number of 
moves. In Gallery-handled moves alone, 
corporate transfers arranged by the 1,143 
Gallery offices are running 40 per cent 
ahead of comparable 1972 totals."

Permits for all new housing for the

lems incurred from throwing, and Is also 
concerned about the psychic traumas In- 
duced by regimentation, parental pres- 
sures, and unfit supervision In youth pro- 
grams. 


But Dr. Joseph Torg, chief of orthoped- 


ic surgery nt St. Christopher's Hospital 
for Children in Philadelphia, writes in an 
article in the new magazine, "The Physi- 
cian and Sportsmedlclne": "There exists 
today among development pediatricians 
a consensus that the personality of the 
prendolescent should be guarded from 
excessive demands and responsibilities. 


"To do otherwise is to invite antisocial 


behavior In later years. Therefore, to 
subject the prendolescent to the demands 
Inherent In lilgh structured competitive 
athletic programs is to rob him of the 
essence of a carefree childhood."

itarian coaches or not, backstage parents 
or not, kids still want to play In the Little 
League because in too many places it's 
the only game in town.

Disability benefits on rise 


More than 40,000 disabled workers get- 


ting both workmen's compensation and 
social security disability benefits will qct 
larger social security checks because of 
a recent change in the law, according to 
Norman R. Thoresen, manager of the Ar- 
lington Heights social security office. 


Combined social security and work- 


men's compensation monthly payments 
still can't bo over 80 per cent of the 
worker's average monthly earnings be- 
fore he became disabled, Thoresen said, 
but the new law adds another way to fig- 
ure the average earnings. 


"His average monthly earnings can 


now be determined by his highest earn- 
ing in any one year of the 5 years before 
he became disabled," he said. 


PREVIOUSLY, the average had bo be 


based on earnings in 5 consecutive years, 
or, If it worked out to a higher figure, the 
number of years used to figure the 
amount of the worker's social security 
disability benefits. 


To 
get social security disability 


payments a worker must be severely dis- 
abled before C5 and unable to work for a 


year or more and must have a certain 
amount of work creci(J under social se- 
curity.

THE NATIONAL Right to Read pro- 


gram Is a Joint effort of the Federal Of- 
fice of Education, concerned primarily 
with In-schodl Improvements, and NRC, 
which stimulates private support In pre- 
school and out-of-school populations. 


The only step necessary to enlist 


NRC's old in the volunteer teaching pro- 
gram is a formal request from the state 
education department and such statewide 
organizations as the PTA, American Li- 
brary Association, or Urban League. 


First a planning meeting with NRC 


staff is held In the state. Sponsoring or- 
ganizations then help assemble 100 train- 
ers, usually active or retired teachers, 
and 50 coordinators from local commu- 
nities. A two-day workshop for trainers 
and coordinators then Is held by NRC 
staff In a central part of the state. 


TRAINERS are taught how to use the 


pamphlets and other teaching materials 
while coordinators are coached In re- 
cruiting and organizing volunteers. Each 
workshop can prepare 100 trainers from 
12 to 15 communities In a state. 


The trainer then returns to the home 


community and during a year can in- 
struct 100 volunteer reading tutors, a to- 
tal of 10,000 volunteers prepared In a 
state during one year, if all goes well, to 
help primary grade pupils in neighbor- 
hood schools. Each tutor receives 20 
hours of training. Including seven of 
practical experience with children. 


Trainer workshops were carried out In 


1972 in California, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Louisiana, Maryland, Nevada, 
New York, North and South Carolina, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, Texas, Vermont, 
Washington and Wisconsin.

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Children becoming more and more exposed to drugs, pesticides 
Mothers carry poisons home from supermarket

NEW YORK (UPI) — American chil- 


dren arc being Increasingly exposed to 
poisoning by drugs and pesticides, ac- 
cording lo a report prepared for the 
American Medical Association. 


Dr. Jay M. Arena, professor of pcdiat- 


rlw at the Duko University Medical Cen- 
ter, Durham, N.C., told a press confer- 
ence connected with a symposium on 
child poisoning at the AMA's 122nd an- 
nual meeting that an estimated 2 million 
accidental poisoning cases take place in 
Ilio United States a year. Doctors report 
about 5,000 deaths among these cases, of 
which 2,000 are children. 


"But even these figures arc probably 


low, because many poisoning cases are 
diagnosed as something else and only 
almut 300 of the 550 Poison Control Cen- 
ters in the United States report to the 


central agency In Washington," Arena 
said. "Parents often don't report cases of 
child poisoning to anyone." 


ARENA BLAMED doctors, in part, for 


the number of casualties, saying they 
failed to keep parents "In tune" with the 
growth and development of their children 
and their ability to get hold of poisonous 
household products. He described every 
child as "an explorer who wants to taste 
things." 


"MOTHER BRINGS home a poison ev- 


ery time she goes shopping — a deter- 
gent, furniture cleaner, spot remover, or 
drain pipe cleansing agent," Arena said. 
"We have 1,000 products containing poi- 
sonous chemicals." 


Since 1960 there has been a federal law 


making labeling of poisonous products 
mandatory, giving specific details of 
what the poison might do, and providing 
first aid Instructions. It Is administered 


by the Federal Trade Commission but, 
according to Arena, has not cut down 
significantly In the number of poisonous 
products available at the supermarket. 


"NOBODY KNOWS about the law," he 


said. "Mothers don't read labels and 
children can't. Mothers at least should be 
comparing brands and buying the least 
toxic. Basically the problem is education. 
Why don't manufacturers give advice on 
safe storage of poisonous products In 
their television advertising? 
Because 


they think they'd lose business." 


Arena said about 50 per cent of chil- 


dren who die from poisoning expire after 
taking overdoses of drugs such as aspirin 
and the other 50 per cent die from poi- 
sons In household products. He cited In- 
secticides containing organic phosphates 
and red furniture polish as two of the 
chief culprits.

Therapy can help you cope with nagging demoralization 


(Till* column It presented by Forest 


llni|>lliil In Dei I'lulnpi, a fully accrc- 
illlril IXMiril ptychbtrlc hoipllnl known 
fur Hi Inlcnilvc prnKrnmi In psychiatric 
Irrntnirnt, rrinirch, education anil com- 
munity service.) 


You feel lost and alone. You're very 


dcprcwcd and anxious about something. 
You feel your life ha<i no meaning, and 
no one cares about you or your life. You 
urc fnclng n problem you frcl you cannot 
solve. According to Dr. Jerome Frank, 
you nre "demoralized." 
Dr. Frank, a professor of psychiatry at 
Julias Hopkins Hospital In Baltimore, de- 
scribes the feeling of demoralization as 
"the slate of miml people are in when 
they find themselves (need with n prob- 
lem, jinil other people around you on 
whom you rely also feel that they should 
help you solve It. It's a state of mind we 
nil know in various degrees and in- 
tcasitles. 


"if it's really bml, people feel hopeless 


nnd helpless, and isolated; they don't 
feel they're getting enough support from 
their environment," says Dr. Frank. 
"Ami since closeness to other people has 
joniethinj: to do with the feeling that life 
ha.s meaning and that you're worthwhile, 
lh.it Isolation also often creates a feeling 
that life is meaningless. 


WHAT SORT ()F problem causes you 


lo finally seek help with a psychiatrist? 
I'crhnps the problem lies In marital rela- 
tion*, such as not getting along with your 
spouse, or mnyhc you have difficulty 
holding n job, or you have n hard time 
managing your children. Or perhaps you 
mlclit have n symptom such as being 
very anxious or very depressed, which 
nre direct expressions of being demora- 
lized. Or you may even have neurotic 
symptom* Ilkn fears or thoughts you 
can't get out of your mind. 


Accompanied by these problems will 


IK? demoralization, a feeling that you just 
can't solve the problem anymore. Your 
anxiety .teem.* to Init for a long time and 
take hold of your very being. Sometimes 
you cnn tnlk to .someone, or take n little 
vacation, or take n sleeping pill and 
things jiivt seem to work out. But it's 
those times flint Hie problem lingers and 
hurts that you come in to sec n psy- 


chiatrist. In very severe cases you may 
even hear voices or see things or feel 
you're being persecuted. 


Dr. Frank, who has authored the book 


"Persuasion and Healing," thinks simply 
coming to see a psychiatrist will help 
you. "It's the relationship between some- 
one who is ostensibly competent and 
trained and Is a prestige figure who 
thinks enough of you to take you serious- 
ly. That's a great big boost right there. 
"You feel a warmth nnd a trust in your 
relationship with the psycho-therapist. 
You receive the attention and Interest 
that you feel is lacking In your life. You 
get over that awful feeling of isolation, 
and once again feel a part of the world 
around you. But you're also In n con- 
trolled atmosphere, In which you can ex- 
periment with your feelings and not have 
to defend yourself." 


YOUR PSYCHOTHERAPIST "will ac- 


cept you no matter what you do," says 
Dr. Frank. "You're protected." By talk- 
ing to a therapist you can once again feel 
defined. There Is something very scary 
nlxnit not knowing what's going on, and 
the therapist can help you to label your 
problem and to make sense out of the 
horrible feelings you're having. By going 
each week to sec your therapist you gain 
"success experiences." In other words, 
your confidence is restored in yourself, 
and you feel capable of solving your 
problem. 


How do you know when you should 


seek help? "There Is no real answer to 
that," according to Dr. Frank. "People 
seek help when they feel they need help. 
They usually shop around a bit, and fi- 
nally come to an expert and he can then 
size up whether they need help or not." 


Dr. Frank thinks a communication 


breakdown is very often the cause of the 
problem in that you don't know how to 
communicate your feelings to the person 
with whom you should be commu- 
nicating. Through therapy, you can learn 
how to be more at case in commu- 
nicating. Group therapy Is very good at 
doing this. 


How can you lenrn to cope better with 


life as it Is around you and the everyday 
problems that arc constantly being pre- 
sented? "Well," says Dr. Frank, "Guess 


I can't do any better than Socrates when 
he said 'The unexamlned life is not worth 
living.' I think you learn to cope by ex-

Also. I would like to know If calorics 


are really Important or not. For ex- 
ample, doe* n piece of cake nnd n piece 
of lean meat, containing the same 
amount of cnlorle*. have the same effect 
on yntir Ixxly as far ns maintaining your 
weluht Is concerned. 


Urnr Header — Whenever you sharply 


decrease your calorie Intake the body 
ttietalxillsm .shuts down, decreasing the 
calorie* uwl ami the rate of weight loss. 
This ii nature's mechanism of enabling 
man In survive when food Is not abun- 
dant. If you nre lost In the Arctic, this 
can Ix- rather handy. It's not so handy if 
you are dieting to lose weight. When the 
metabolism Is shut down the energy level 
L* zilch. To help counteract this, if you 
want to lose weight. It Is better to main- 
tain an active physical program which 
stimulates your metabolism. 


For n good, sensible weight control 


program you should decrease the ca- 
lorics only n reasonable amount nnd in- 
crease your physical activity. This will 
enable you to cat a good, normal, 
healthy diet while losing weight slowly. 
You need to develop nutrition habits to 
keep the excess fnt off, not Just simply to 
lose It. 


Now, fllraut regaining weight after 


you've stopped the diet. This Is particu- 
larly apt lo happen on the low carbohy- 


drate diets, such as the recently popu- 
larized Atkins' diet or its preceding ver- 
sions, such as Toller's "Calories Don't 
Count," the erroneously called Air Force 
Diet or Mayo's Diet. Much of the Initial 
weight loss on low carbohydratcd diets Is 
from loss of water. The kidneys lose 
needed body salt and water, not just fat. 
This sometimes causes weakness. When 
you resume eating n more normal diet to 
Include Important carbohydrate sources, 
such as vegetables, cereals, raw fruits, 
or even milk, the body chemistry returns 
to normal level, and you regain the nor- 
mal salt and water. This rapid weight 
loss that's been evident on the scales, 
nnd sometimes evident in the haggard, 
sunken face, Is quickly replaced. The ef- 
fect Is much the same as watering a 
plant that hasn't gotten water for several 
weeks — if It survived. 


YES, CALORIES do count. There is no 


magic that enables one to avoid the prin- 
ciple that what you weigh depends on the 
calorics in (food) balanced against the 
calorics out (activity). It's just like a 
checking account, and you cither have to 
lose the calorics through the digestive 
tract (as may occur with an Illness such 
as an infectious diarrhea), or else you 
have to burn up the calorics you take In 
If they're not to be stored as fat. 


Yes, 100 calorics In cake has the same 


weight gaining effect as 100 calorics of 
meat. A calorie is a caloric. Since lean 
meat Is over 70 per cent water it docs 
contain fewer calories per ounce than 
cake. Incidentally, many commercial 
cakes and those made by ordinary home 
recipes contain as much fat, or more, as 
may be found In lean meat.

moon's temperatures and a moonquakc 
map are two of those pieces. 


Data from the Apollo 15 and 17 In- 


struments show the moon expelling much 
more heat than the earth for its 
smaller surface area. 


"If 
the heat 
flow 
was standard 


throughout the moon, and not concen- 
trated near the surface, it would be a 
very, very hot body," Strangway said. 
"The heat shows moat of the radio- 
activity Is near the surface." 


He said that, through n network of four 


seismometers, scientists have put togeth- 
er a moonquako map, showing that al- 
most all the activity Is on the front side 
of tho moon and concentrated along sev- 
eral zones. 


STRANGWAY .SAID HE expects the in- 


struments to keep working for several 
years, although most had only a year's 
guaranteed life. The Apollo 12 scientific 
station, placed In the Ocean of Storms In 
November, 1069, Is still operating. All are 
powered by nuclear generators. • 


"I sec no reason why they won't keep 


going," he said. "There is some time in 
the future when It will quit, but wo can't 
even guess when." 


He said researchers were studying tho 


lunar samples that were returned along 
with the instrument's data. 


"With both together, we can learn a 


great deal more than we would have 
with cither alone," he said. 


"It's all added tremendously to what 


we know about the moon. The whole no- 
tion of the moon's structure came from 
the Instruments. 


"Before, we were worrying about get- 


ting the things there and getting them 
working. Now we have time to learn 
from what we have." 


ANOTHER BENEFIT is the country's 


ability to compete in world markets 
where the metric system Is standard. 
"We no longer set market specifica- 
tions," says W. Andrew Wright of Sun 
Oil Co. "The situation is now reversed 
and Is becoming one of the prominent 
factors In the trade imbalance." 


Dr. A. P. Mattay of TRW Inc., Los An- 


geles, agrees. "The United States, while 
producing 33 per cent of the world's 
goods with only six per cent of the 
world's population, is nevertheless losing 
ground rapidly In foreign marketplaces. 


"Conversion to the metric system Is 


not simply an economic problem, but a 
political must," he says. 


The U.S. Congress passed a bill five 


years ago, starting the nation on its slow 
Journey to conversion. (The metric sys- 
tem was legalized by Congress more 
than a century ago — In 1866 — but was 
not made mandatory.) 


Conversion has been slow coming. In 


300 B.C., the accepted unit of length was 
tha Royal Cubit, the length of the king's 
arm. In 1324, the length of three dried 
barleycorns (the English inch) was an- 
other way of measuring distance. 


The system of Inches, pounds and 


miles began in England and was carried 
to the American colonies. Now even 
Great Britain will finish converting to 
metrics by 1974, leaving the U.S. as sole 
supporter of the old system. 


So while Congress and Industry pound 


away for conversion, the question is, will 
the public give a gram?

tions, will be Issued July 10 in New York, 
to salute Progress in Electronics. First 
Day ceremonies will be at the Long 
Lines Headquarters of American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. 


July 10 marks the 11th anniversary of 


the first television transmission between 
the United States and Western Europe 
via Tclstar satellite, a Bell System devel- 
opment. 


The stamps were designed by a hus- 


band and wife team, Walter and Naiad 
Elnscl of Westport, Connecticut. 


The (i-ccnt adhesive salutes the transis- 


tor and the printed circuit board. The 6 
cent stamp, for postcards, shows Mar- 
coni's spark coil and spark gap which 
enabled him to send radio signals across 
the Atlantic Ocean in 1901. Lee Do For- 
est's refinements to Marconi's equipment 
— the Audlon and the Audion tube — are 
depicted on the 11 cent air mail issue. 
Three nostalgic electronic elements — an 
early microphone, a gooseneckcd speak- 
er and a vacuum tube — arc combined 
with n TV camera tube on the 15 cent 
stamp released for International surface 
mall.

He was to bo n muckrnkcr for internal 
Wltlto Hnuso problems, using the tech- 
niques he tnal as n journalist to help 
uncover such national scandals as tho 
TFX. Ulllie Sol Kates and Hoffa. 


Mollcnhoff believed this n great oppor- 


tunity to give firsthand assistance to 
good government. It turned out to be 
henvy-lmmlwl, at least as far as the 
While House staff was concerned. 


"I wouldn't stay out of the hair of Ehr- 


Ilchman and llaldcmnn," said Mollcn- 
hoff. "Not only was I honest, I was per- 
sistently honest. They didn't appreciate 
me because I wasn't one of these little 
junior executive types from J. Walter 
Thompson advertising, one of these guys 
between 20 nnd 30 years old, like a 
Dwight Chapln, who did anything they 
were told because they owed all they had 
In life to people like llaldcmnn nnd Elir- 
lichmnn.

guys are now destroyed because of a 
couple of power-mad bastards," 


THE FINAL STRAW came for Mollcn- 


hoff when he found that the White House 
was planning to have Jimmy Hoffa, for- 
mer Teamsters boss, released from jail. 
Mollcnhoff, who spent years on the Hoffa 
case and wrote one of his six books, 
"Tho Tentacles of Power," concerning 
corruption In labor unions, was never 
even consulted on the Hoffa case. 


From his knowledge of the workings of 


tho White House staff, Mollcnhoff was 
later able to write about the con- 
spiratorial secrecy (the misuse of classi- 
fication In which red tags — which 
meant national security — were placed 
on routine political chores.) He was the 
first to write about former acting FBI 
director L. Patrick Gray, whom ho knew 
at the White House In terms of "a politi- 
cal hack." 


Ho is ""rely disappointed" In Nixon. 


"I though' >e agreed with me on a lot of 
points. He'd Rive me a little ol' cheerlea- 
der speech. 'You go get 'em, Clark, and 
we'll get something done about It.' That 
was in the beginning. Not only was little 
done about it, but soon I wasn't even 
allowed to see the President." 


Why he was such a threat to the White 


House staffers may be seen in his blunt- 
ness at tho press conference in which 


Zlcglcr declared that former statements 
on Watergate by the President were "In- 
operative." 


MOLLENHOFF shouted: "Do you feel 


free to stand up there and lie and put out 
misinformation and come around later 
and say it is all inoperative? .. . You 
are not entitled to any credibility at all 
when you do that." 
' 


Zlcglcr flushed and said, "Next ques- 


tion." 


"He's got his act down," says Molten- 


hoff today. "He's a perfect puppet." 


Mollcnhoff says he is not discouraged 


by his Inability to Influence when In the 
White House. "Hell, I believed I could 
reform Jimmy Hoffa — until he tried 
directly to buy me. He said once, 'Every- 
one's got his price. What's yours, Clark?' 
It reminded me of Ehrlichman and Hal- 
dcman. No feelings for right or wrong. 
Only what is most expedient. There was 
never any effort on any of their parts to 
argue with me." 


WHEN HE watched Hoffa being carted 


off to prison for tampering with juries In 
his Memphis trial, Mollenhoff said, 
"Jimmy, it took a long time but It finally 
caught up with you." That's when Hoffa 
spit In his direction. 


Mollenhoff sees a similar thing happen- 


ing to the Nixon administration. Time 
has caught up with It. "And it's now go- 


Ing down in flames," he said. "The ques- 
tion is, 'Is it practical to be honest In 
politics?' I think Watergate shows that 
it's damn foolish to be anything less than 
totally honest.' That's the lesson of Wa- 
tergate." 


Mollenhoff had an early struggle with 


integrity. It was at age 20 when he was 
attending Drake University and working 
40 hours a week as a police reporter for 
the Register. He had a family, little mon- 
ey and the hlghpolnt of his working 
wardrobe was the letter sweater he 
earned as captain of the football team. 


A local bootlegger, whom Mollenhoff 


had written about, offered to buy him a 
pair of pants. "He was on fertile ground 
about me needing to be helped out, but I 
wasn't sure of his motivations," recalls 
Mollenhoff. "I gave him some looks and 
I thought about it for a minute. Then I 
thought of Lincoln Steffens, the old 
muckraking journalist whom I wanted to 
pattern myself after when I read his 
autobiography. 


"I told the bootlegger It was tempting, 


but no thanks. 


"From that time on, I've thought be- 


fore I've taken an action how It would 
look in my own autobiography. It's 
amazing how this keeps you on the 
straight and narrow."

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A bicentennial bust? 
Spirit of 1976 doesn 9t stir Americans

WASHINGTON CROSSING, N.J. — 


When tho United States celebrated Its 
100th birthday, In 1876, a Boston news- 
paperman wrote: "Tho Centennial closed 
In November, not too soon for the many 
who had found much of It so faddish and 
tiresome that tho word Centennial was 
ropublvc. How had it stared at us from 
every oyster cellar, tripo stall, coffee 
booth, grand hotel, haberdashery, candy 
•hop and fish store ... oh, give us a rest 
for a hundred years. 


The people of Washington Crossing 


never read that comment. Hut they 
might have. Hero it Is, not .11 months 
before America Li to commemorate Its 
second hundred years. Its Bicentennial, 
and tho citizens of this historic spot 
couldn't care less. For many, It seems 
the hundred years rest hasn't been long 
enough. 


"Bicentennial?" says a man In the Tol- 


ly Ho bar, hnrd by tho Dclownrc River. 
"What's that? Oh, yeah, I know. Halo- 
ncy, that's what It In, baloney. Naw, 1 
don't care anything about It. Gimme an- 
other beer, huh." 


TIIK OPINION minus barley breath, is 


echoed throughout this tiny settlement. 
An official In tho township (Hopewell) 
municipal building says he hasn't "heard 
word one about 1B7B." A man driving n 
rood repair truck says he has "other 
things to worry about tlwn that stuff." 
Several people queried, actually, respond 
that they do not even know what Blccn- 
tcnlal means. 


Tho apathy Is both odd and at tho 


same time understandable. Odd because 
of tho knee-Jerk Interest In history here 
(this Li where on Christmas night, 1770, 
Gcorgo Washington led his military 
across the Delaware to fight the critical 
liattle of Trenton); understandable be- 
cause to tills date tho long planned, long 
troubled, long Ignored U.S. Bicentennial 
commemoration has not caught a twit of 
the public fancy. 


Public fancy? The Bicentennial In 


some quarters Is n public joke. Some 
citizens grump that the celebration 
should be moved up n year or two, "be- 
fore tho Indians take tho couniry back." 
Others complain that all the money spent 
Li In vain because "people won't have 
cnought gas to go to sec it." Still more 
wonder, morosely, what with Watergate 
and corruption. "If there'll be n notion 
left by then to honor." 


THE CYNICISM should be expected. 


In tho seven years since Congress first 
mandated the observation of the nation's 
200th anniversary, not only has there 
been malfunctions In the nation but In 
the anniversary planning as well. 


Supcrpatrlob first tried to capture 


planning power, then supcrpntiticlaiw 


< intercepted secret messages suggest tho 
Hepubllcan administration once saw 19711 
ns an opportunity to strengthen the par- 
ty). A world's fair was planned, and re- 
jected. Lenders of major participating 
cities argued Ideas to death. 


Even now, most states have only nidi* 


mcntnry plans for the Bicentennial: Con- 
gress has rejected the lop priority Bicen- 
tennial proposal (national parks in all 50 
states); and political are 
debating 


whether to change the r>o-mcmlicr feder- 
al planning board (The American Itcvo- 
lutional Bicentennial Comnmxion) to 
one-man rule. 


SMAI.I. tVONDKIt the average citi/cn 


l.i yawning. In New Jersey, ns example, 
the state has not even named its com- 
memoration commission. Anybody inter- 
ested in Itrrii cannot find a Bicentennial 
number in the phone book. One guy con- 
nected with the lio-hum ln.sk of organ- 
izing some action here soys, "We think 
we're going to build n Liberty Park on 
tho New Jersey side of the Statue of Lib- 
erty, but..." 


But. Indeed, Time Is running out. Says 


one state newsman: "What I'm going to 
do In I97B Is take my kids to Union City 
and let them smell what has happened In 
two centuries." 


To some extent, of course the official 


confusion and public Inertia Is n natural 
byproduct of nn activity so Immense and, 
until recently, so far away. Says nn 
AHBC official In Washington: "How can 
you get 2in million people Interested, 
much less In agreement, on something 
like this?" 


YOU CANT. Students, for example, 


according In Chip Burlel of the College 
Press Service, "think the whole thing Is 
ludicrous." Other segments of the society 
agree. Indians, because the land to he

them; Blacks because nt the time of the 
revolution many of their ancestors were 
slaves. Kvcn entire stales of people feel 
no overwhelming pride for tho Bicenten- 
nial; Alaska, for example, was part of 
Httssia In 177(1. 


Yet beyond these examples of natural 


torpidity, there b also evidence that Bi- 
centennial planners have not opened the 
doors In public Interest, except for some 
exceptional states (such as Massachu- 
setts), many people arc disinterested 
merely Iwcnuse they've not been asked 
to Iw Interested. Too often the designated 
planners have held their own meetings 
and formulated their own Ideas. Here at 
Washington Crossing, (ho township has 
not even formed n citizens Bicentennial 
committee; all work to commemorate 
tho anniversary Is being handled by stnto 
parks personnel and historical Interest 
groups. 


THKItK AUK some who feel the ab- 


sence of citizen participation In the anni- 
versary planning Is deliberate. The 
People's Bicentennial Commission, a 
counterculture gremlin group In Wash- 
ington, feels the 197(1 commemoration 


IT'S NOT THE real thing, but the annual roenactmenf at 
Washington Crotsing, N. J., of a local historical event Is 


a reminder of the nation's heritage, which Americans 
are ignoring. 


has "l>ccn taken over by bureaucrats, 
American Legion soldiers and the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution." Thus 
tho charge that "real people" have no 
say, no enthusiasm, nor no interest in the 
birthday blast. 


But whatever the reason, deliberate or 


not, the lack of grass roots support for 
the Bicentennial Is presently serious. No 
doubt there will be a 1076 celebration, no 
doubt it will be big; but without the zeal 
of the people it won't be significant. As 


the guy in the Tally Ho bar puts it: 


"You know, a lot of money's being 


spent on that thing — I wonder who's 
getting it." If that's the spirit of 1976, we 
might as well forget the whole thing.

Stuffing can be baked in a foil poke or dis- 
posable foil pan on the grill beside the turkey during 
the last hour of cooking. Draw skin over neck. Return 
legs and tail to tucked position. Brush skin of turkey 
with oil or melted fat. Insert roast meat thermometer 
into the center of the thickest portion of the thigh 
next to the body cavity, not touching bone. 


TO COOK UNSTUFFED TURKEY Place thawed un- 
stuffed turkey on top rack. Cover with top of grill. To 
maintain constant heat, add 4 to 5 briquettes to both 
sides each additional hour of cooking.

Other- 
wise baste occasionally with butter or margarine. 


Check for doneness after 2Vi hours of cooking for 


12 to 14 pound turkey. Before removing the turkey 
from the grill, check to be sure the thermometer has 
not been displaced. The internal temperature of the 
roasted turkey should be 180 to 185 degrees. 


Protect thumb and forefinger with paper or cloth. 


Pinch the thickest portion of the thigh. The meat 
should feel soft.

aside. In a medium skillet melt 4 table- 
spoons of the butter. Add mushrooms 
and saute for 5 minutes. Remove mush- 
rooms from skillet to a 1 Mi-quart casse- 
role. To butter remaining in skillet add 
flour; cook and stir for 1 minute. Add 
milk; cook and stir until mixture comes 
to a boil; reduce heat; cook and stir 1 
minute longer. Blend In cheese, 2 table- 
spoons of the parlsey and the oregano. 
Add onions and heat until hot. Four over 
mushrooms; stir gently. In a small 
saucepan melt remaining 2 tablespoons 
butter. Add bread crumbs and remaining 
2 tablespoons parsley. Sprinkle over 
mushrooms and onions In casserole. 
Bake In a preheated very hot oven (475 
degrees) for 7 to 8 minutes or until hot 
and golden. Yield: 6 portions.

What could be more typical for the all- 


America n Fourth of July menu cookout 
than 
barbecued 
chicken? 
All that's 


needed arc n grill, lots of chicken nnd a 
flavorful barbecue sauce. 


To prepare fire for grill, place char- 


coal briquets In a mound in the center. 
Apply charcoal lighter fluid according to 
directions on container. A lot of acci- 
dents have been caused because the 
lighter fluid was used improperly) so 
take time to read the directions care- 
fully. 


When all briquets have formed a light 


gray ash, tho proper cooking tempera- 
ture has been reached. Distribute the bri- 
quets evenly with tongs in an area 
slightly larger than the area of food to be 
barbecued. Spread the briquets so that 
there is n space of about the size of a 
briquet between them. 


THE NUMBER of briquets to be used 


depends on a variety of factors: the size 
and shape of the grill, the amount of 
chicken to be cooked, distance of chicken 
from source of heat and wind velocity. 
However, 30 briquets arc usually enough 
for three chickens, halved or quartered. 


Broiler-friers arc the most tender vari- 


ety for outdoor cookery. You will need 
approximately li pound of chicken per 
serving. 


Whether you opt to purchase a whole 


chicken and cut it yourself or buy tho 
parts Is an individual decision. 


Cut-up chicken and chicken in parts of- 


fers maximum convenience for little ad- 
ditional cost. A cut-up three-pound chick- 
en, for instance, may cost an average of 
12 cents more than the same size whole 
bird. Consider the kitchen time Involved 
in cutting the chicken yourself. Also con- 
sider family preference. If your family 
prefers white meat it may be more eco- 
nomical for you to buy chicken breasts. 
Although they cost more, you save mon- 
ey witli less waste. 


ONCK YOU'VK selected the chicken, 


rinse and pat dry. Place the halves, 
quarters, or parts skin side up on grate 
sot three to six incites from heat. 


When using n barbecue sauce with a 


high .sugar content, set grate six inches 
from the heat since the sugar causes ra- 
pid browning. 


If not using a sauce, brush the chicken 


with salad oil or a combination of two 
parts oil nnd one part vinegar. 


Cook until tender, turning and brushing 


occasionally. Allow 45 minutes to 1V4 
hours total cooking time, depending on 
weight of chicken and distance from 
heat. 


To test for doncness, leg should twist 


easily out of thigh Joint and pieces should 
feel tender when probed by a fork. 


Trying to hasten the cooking time by 


moving the grate closer to the heat will 
result in dry, charred chicken. 


Five minutes before end of cooking 


time, if no highly seasoned barbecue 
sauce has been used, sprinkle chicken 
with salt, pepper and desired seasonings 
(paprika, poultry seasoning, tarragon, 
rosemary, etc.) 


Here are some easy sauces designed to 


enhance the flavor of the chicken. They 
require only a few minutes to prepare, 
but a favorite bottled sauce may also be 
used. 


LEMON-HERB BARBECUE SAUCE 


% cup salad oil 
U cup lemon juice 
& cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
',i teaspoon each: dried thyme, rose- 
mary, tarragon , 


Combine ingredients and heat to boll- 


Ing point. Keep hot while basting chick- 
en. Makes 1H cups, enough to baste 3 
chickens. 


TEXAS BARBECUE SAUCE

1/3 cup Worcestershire sauce

When a woman must work days, she 


usually has a choice of nursery schools 
or day care centers where she can enroll 
her child. Daytime care is available for 
the preschooler; occasionally one can 
find after-school care for the older child. 


But if that woman has the opportunity 


to earn more money by working unusual 
hours, she must turn it down for lack of 
a place to leave her child. 


Many nurses work from 3 to 11 p.m. or 


from 11 to 7 a.m. The most lucrative 
hours for a waitress are from dinnertime 
on. Airline personnel often work at night. 
Premium wages go to the night shift at 
most factories. 


But for the woman, especially the 


single parent, who most needs the mon- 
ey, these jobs and hours are out of the 
question. Even Grandma is reluctant to 
help out at such hours. 


IT IS FOR parents with problems such 


as these that Lorraine Angell has de- 
cided to extend the facilities and services 
of Angel Town, her existing day care 
center at 6904 Cora In' Rosemont, just 
over the Des Flames boundary. 


Beginning July 16, the center will pro- 


vide night care for as many as 20 young- 
sters, age 2 to 7, seven days a week if 
necessary, a hot evening meal will be 
served around 6:30 p.m. followed by eve- 
ning outdoor activities in the play area. 
Tho chllden will sleep on low green cots, 
each with his own individual set of blan- 
kets. 


"I'm open to all suggestions," said 


Mrs. Angell, who was a working mother 
when she raised her own three children. 
"We can adjust our schedules to meet 
any working hours, no matter how diffi- 
cult they might be. My prime concern is 
tho working mother and the 50 million 
problems she must go through." 


FRANCINE V. GOLDBERG, licensing 


representative at the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Services, sent 
her recommendation to Springfield last 
week that Angel Town be issued a six- 


month temporary permit to provide night 
care for a maximum of 20 children. Per- 
mits are issued usually within two weeks 
of her recommendation. 


"It's really already official when I rec- 


ommend it," she explained. 


The temporary permit is later replaced 


by a two-year license after Mrs. Gold- 
berg can observe the facility in full 
swing and evaluate it. 


"There's a definite need for this type 


of care," she said, "especially for the 
late evening hours. I have received many 
calls inquiring about such a service." 


BUT IT'S UP to the center's owner to 


determine the need in her own commu- 
nity. With O'Hare airport close by with 
its ring of motels, restaurants and night 
clubs; with four large hospitals in the 
general area; with the fringe of in- 
dustries surrounding suburb after sub- 
urb, the need is surely there. 


Although nighttime care became legal 


In Illinois in 1970, only two licensed night 
care centers exist in the whole of Cook 
County, one within Chicago and Angel 
Town. 


As a daytime operation, Angel Town Is 


licensed to accommodate up to 40 chil- 
dren and usually runs to capacity. There 
are two adults — a teacher and an aide 
— with every 12 children. Rates are $30 
for a five-day week, including a hot noon 
meal each day. 


FOR THE NIGHT hours, there will be 


a minimum of two staff members for a 
maximum of 20 sleeping childen. Rates 
will be consistent with the present day- 
time rates. 


Angel Town's night care will swing Into 


operation July 16. Lorraine Angell invites 
inquiries regarding unusual hours of care

It Isn't an old Chinese proverb I hat you 


should net what you bargain fir; it's 
modern American law. But tlv; law is 
often about us air-tight as a Chinese for- 
tune cookie. 


I recently opened a ID-ounce can of 


Chinese mixed vegetables, packed by the 
Great China Food Products Co. of Chi- 
cii«o, nnd found It filled almost entirely 
with bean sprouts, with a very few other 
vegetables lit the bottom.

Apartment hunting? If so, be wary 


about putting down a deposit In hold an 
apartment If there's a chance you might 
(IccidiMiot to take it. 


A number of northwest suburbanites 


have reported difficulties with various 
landlords in getting such deposits re- 
funded. In come cases, the apartment 
shoppers just assumed they'd get the de- 
posit back if they decided against the 
apartment, although there had been no 
agreement, verbal or written. 


Other persons reported a verbal under- 


standing that the deposit was refundable, 
and one reported having signed a lease 
application stating that the deposit would 
be refundable. 


In all these cases, the apartment shop- 


pers had difficulty — or were unsuccess- 
ful — In obtaining a refund when they 
decided not to take the apartments In 
question. Such deposits ranged from $25 
to $100. 


ACCORDING TO MIKK Park )f the 


Apartment Council of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago, policy concerning deposits on 
apartments Is up to the individual land- 
lord or realty company. Hut, he said, 
many landlords ask potential tenants to 
sign a lease application which states that 
policy. Park said the usual procedure is 
that if the landlord rejects the uould-bc 
tenant, the deposit is refunded; but If the 
apartment seeker turns do»vn the apart- 
ment, he forfeits the deposit. 


The best rule for npartmen: seekers to 


follow is: always get an agreement about 
the deposit In writing. Do not rely on n 
verbal assurance, or worse, simply hand 
over the money without asking if it's re- 
fundable. 


If there has been a written agreement 


that the money is refundable and the 
landlord refuses to return it, this is n 
breach of contract and subject to legal

The Potting Shed 


by Mary B. Good 


Gmxl friend Paul Voykln has an Impor- 


tant article in the July Issue of Flower 
and Garden magazine about his special- 
ty, lawn maintenance. 


Paul Is n nationally known turf expert, 


author of the lxx>k, "A Perfect Lawn the 
Easy Way" and groundi director at 
tlrlarumxl Country Club In Decrflcld. I 
wan fortunate enough to get a sneak pre- 
view of his latest book, when he asked 
me to proof-road selected chapters for 
him, and It promise* to be another win- 
ner for Paul when It Is released. 


I siilwcrlfoc wholeheartedly to Voyklns' 


watering and mowing approach to spring 
and summer lawn care. 


Voykln doesn't believe In fertilizing or 


watering early In the year, or mowing 
home Inwiu lower than 2li Inches. "A 
waste of time," "fruitless" Is his assess- 
ment of spring .seeding. (All lazy garden- 
ers should Immediately nominate this 
man for the gardeners hall of fume.) 


TIIK Tlllltl) WKKK of May Is early 


enough to feed the lawn, became roots 
can't grow until the soil warms up any- 
way. Feed again around Labor Day. 
Paul recommends n 10-B-4, but as an or- 
ganic gardener I prefer to make my own 
Instead of buying chemical fertilizer, 
which I believe causes hard pan In clay 
Mills, and does not do the job of promot- 
ing good tilth as organic fertilizers do. (I 
use n combination of four parts Mllorga- 
nltc, one part granular Sea-Born sea- 
weed, one part bone meal, n handful of 
blood meal and a smidgeon of gypsum.) 


If you wait until after July 4th to wa- 


ter, grass roots stretch down Into the 
ground, and this builds a .strong root sys- 
tem. Frequent light waterings arc bad 
news to lawn gravses — it only teases 
them. .Soaking the lawn thoroughly, until 
It squlshe-i beneath your foot, and not of- 
toner than once n week Is the best lawn 
prescription. 


THE ONLY TIME well spent In early 


lawn care Is getting out the weeds (dan- 
delion, plantain, etc.) before they be- 
come too well established. If crabgrass is 
starting to show up — and It's just about 
time tills week — raise that mower blade 
and tho lawn will crowd it out. (Crab- 
grass needs sun to thrive.) 


If you plan to start a new lawn this 


season and are interested In what type of 
seed is best for your situation, check out 
Paul Voykin's article in the July issue of 
Flower and Garden. He gives the pros 
and cons of a dozen varieties. 


And remember that good timing In 


doing the various lawn chores Is the 
whole secret to good grass.

MUKYN SAID UK plans to send letters 


to the presidents of each organization, of- 
fering to provide them with agendas for 
park board meetings and Inviting them 
to attend.

Kugcno P. McDonald, U2fl Elgin Ln., 


told trustees hto house contains wood- 
work of five or six different wood grains 
and colon. 


McDonald, a graduate engineer with 


seven years experience in the building 
profession, said he initially received no 
response to his complaint about the 
woodwork. The builder had "run out of 
stuff so you got what was left over," 
McDonald said he was eventually told. 


"MY TIME IN Schaumburg has not 


been bad, but getting Levitt to meet 
what was presented as the g>*cat intrinsic 
points of the house has been hell," 
McDonald continued. 


McDonald believes the builder should 


be made to include items of the quality 
displayed in model homos. 


Trustee Herb Aigncr, who later called 


for the stringent supervision of building 
permits for Levitt, told McDonald the vil- 
lage board could not be expected to act 
as a consumer education group. 


"But I expect you to be consumer ori- 


ented when the builder comes lo ask for 
a variance," the resident replied. 


Plans presented and accepted in good 


faith should be carried through, ho 
added. 


"I just ask that you keep hearing our 


problems and maybe one day Levitt will 
come through," he concluded. 


KAREN RUSSELL, who lived in a Lev- 


itt-Sheffield house for the past 18 months, 
also spoke. 


Mrs. Russell said her house was "con- 


demned" by the village health depart- 
ment sometime ago because of gases 
noted in her backyard. Repeated con- 
tacts have failed to bring the builder 
back to investigate, she added. 


Mary Anne Clarke, of the same devel- 


opment, told of having a wet garage for 
two years until Levitt workers construct- 
ed n trench to carry off water last week 
Pat Rllcy advised trustees that pillars in 
front of her house crumbled several 
months ago because of improper foot- 
Ings. They were not repaired until resi- 
dents threatened to warn local news- 
papers, she added. 


"I have about had it with Levitt," Alg- 


ncr said. While he favored an immediate 
building permit cutoff for Levitt, Village 
Atty. Jack Sicgel said that would not be 
legally possible. 


Sicgcl, however, suggested that future 


building permits be issued on a single 
basis until the builder "demonstrates an 
Improvement."

The Molt Adoption Agency In Eugene, 


Ore., handled most of the arrangements, 
Mrs. Shcrmcr said, along with the Illi- 
nois Department of Children and Family 
Services, who conducted a home study on 
the Schcrmcrs. 


There were interviews at homo, inter- 


views downtown, applications to fill out, 
medical tests for the entire family and 
references to obtain from friends and 
relatives. The Schcrmcrs compiled all 
the Information and then they waited — 
and waited. 


"From the time we got the appli- 


cations, the whole process took from a 
year ago June to August," Mrs. Schcr- 
mcr said. "After we turned it all In, we 
heard nothing for two months," 


SHE WAITED as long as she could, 


Mrs. Schcrmcr said, and finally called 
the Holt agency in October. The agency 
told her the information on the family 
and Amy was in the hands of the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service and It 
would probably be another three to five 
months before they would know any- 
thing. 


To pass the time, Mrs. Schcrmcr went 


to work as a secretary at Adlai Steven- 
son High School in Prairie View. The 


women there later gave her a baby 
shower and another group of neighbors 
also surprised her with gifts. 


The five-month wait stretched to six 


and then to seven and the Schermers 
learned the immigration service had last 
Amy's birth certificate and some other 
important papers. 


"It was so frustrating," Joe said. "It 


was like hitting our heads against a 
brick walU" 


Finally, the Schermers learned the last 


week in May that Amy would arrive at 
O'Hare Airport Friday, June 1. 


THE FAMILY, that includes three of 


the Schermer's own children, was ecsta- 
tic to have the baby home at last, said 


Mrs. Schermer, but Amy spent only two 
nights with them. It was then learned 
that she had to go to the hospital to be' 
treated for rickets, a vitamin D deficien- 
cy disease. 


Amy spent 10 days in the hospital, but 


she's healthy now and home to stay. 


"She just fits in beautifully," Mrs. 


Schermer said. "We couldn't ask for a 
better baby." 


Mrs. Schermer is anxious to be the 


friend and confidant she didn't have to 
other couples Interested in adopting over- 
seas children. 


"IF ANYBODY wants help, perhaps I 


could give them a few shortcuts," she 
said. "I know I would have appreciated 


just having somebody to talk to about 
it." 


The couple agreed that despite the 


frustrations In getting Amy, they'd go 
through it all again. 


"It's all worth it," Mrs. Schermer said. 


"It requires a lot of patience and there 
were a few tears shed in between time, 
too. You think it will never happen, but it 
does." 


The Schermers feel giving Amy a 


home is their way of helping someone 
who needs them. 


"We always wanted to do something 


for somebody and this seemed a good 
way," Mrs. Schermer said. They will go

"I've put over $1,000 Into those two 


coop*, and I don't want to keep pouring 
money Into them If we're going to have 
to move," he said. 


Link's fascination with pigeons began 


when he was n little boy. Ills father 
bronchi home n common city pigeon for 
him one day and he's had pigeons ever 
since. When the Link family moved out 
to Arizona several years ago they took 
nil their plgcoai with them and when 
they moved back to the Chicago area — 
back came the pigeons. 


The pigeons play a big role In the 


Link's life. Mrs. Link said she's learned 
how to tnke care of the birds since she 
and her husband were married. 


"f MAItlUED a husband and a nock of 


birds," she jokes. Even tho two children 
in the family seem to love them. 


Both Link and his wife tend to the 


birds. Besides feeding them and cleaning 
the coop, the pigeons which race must 
also be exercised twice a day. 


For exercise the pigeons are let out of 


their coop to fly. The Links soy that the 
flock will fly around the area of the 
house and then return to the backyard 
when they ore tired. 


"Sometimes they'll fly around for an 


hour or so when they're feeling good," 
Mr. Link said. 


The pigeons arc also taken out two or 


three times a week to be trained for rac- 
ing. Training begins before the birds can 
even fly. According to Mrs. Link the 
young birds arc let out In the back yard 
so they can become familiar with the 
area. 


Then when the birds arc five to six 


weeks old they are taken short distances 
away from the house. The birds which 
don't return home arc Ignored and tho 
remaining birds arc token out for in- 
creasingly longer distances. 


A good bird can fly home from dis- 


tances of more than 600 miles, Link said. 


LINK. ALONG with around 39 other 


members of a Palatine-based pigeon 
clud, races his pigeons several times a 
year. All tho pigeons In a given race are 
taken to some spot equidistant from the 
homes of all the members entered In the 
race. The members then log In the time 
when the birds return on a special racing 
clock. 


When a bird consistently wins races, 


Its owner will use It for breeding and 
then auction it off for further breeding. 
Link said all the members of the club 
donate the money from auctioned birds 
to provide scholarships far student nurs- 
es. The Links said they can't under- 
stand why anyone would complain about 
the birds. "They won't land on anybody's 
roof but our own. They know where to go. 
They're very Intelligent birds," Mrs. 
Link said. Tho birds even return home 
when her husband shakes their feed can 
and whistles for them. 


"THEY KNOW his whistle," she said. 
Link said the birds also know when 


they're being properly treated. They 
won't return home unless handled gently 
and carefully. 


Explaining why he likes the birds, Link 


said, "Maybe I like the way they return 
home." 


If tho village absolutely orders him to • 


get rid of the birds, Link will ask the 
judge to have the birds locked up long 
enough for him to sell his home and 
move. But the Links Intend to fight the 
village before they do that. 


"I just can't live without them. They're 


like a part of the family," he says.

Both authorities base their outlooks on 


the heavy storm which hit the Northwest 
suburban area June 16, but draw oppo- 
site conclusions from the storm and en- 
suing weather conditions. 


CLARKE SAYS the storm produced 


tho usual effect of carrying mosquito 
eggs to bodies of standing water, where, 
with the subsequent two weeks of warm 
weather, they're about ready to hatch.

Identi-kit fights crime 


by JOHN MAES 


It starts with a victim — some- 


one who has experienced the im- 
pact and trauma of being robbed, 
raped or mugged and must com- 
pose himself enough to try to de- 
scribe his attacker to police. 


But it all happened so fast — 


and it was dark. The victim can't 
remember much about his assail- 
ant exgept the guy was tall, had 
a large face and thinning hair on 
top. 


Even as the victim attempts 


the vaguest description of his ag- 
gressor, the police are putting to- 
gether more than just a mental 
picture of the offender. 


That something more is the 


Identl-klt composite sketch, by 
which police can build a facial 
picture of a suspect. 


THE SYSTEM uses hundreds 


of combinations of transparent 
plates, or foils, containing differ- 
ent facial features such as chins, 
n o s e s , eyes and eyebrows, 
beards, mustaches, hairlines and 
even agelines. 


From witness descriptions, po- 


lice are able to construct a face 
by selecting foils of features 
most likely to fit the offender and 
place them one on top of the oth- 
er until the composite is com- 
plete. 


The system, developed 13 years 


ago by an ex-detective with the 
Los Angeles police department is 
now used by police and federal 
law enforcement agencies in 45 
states and 15 foreign countries. 


An estimated 62 billion differ- 


ent face combinations can ba 
made with identl-kit foils. 


"THE IDENTI-KIT," said Des 


Plaines Police Del. Larry Zum- 
brock, "helps investigators deter- 
mine the unknown about a sus- 
pect. A large segment of people 
can be eliminated as suspects 
when we have a sketch rather 
than just a bulletin on what an 
offender looks like." 


Once a composite sketch is fin- 


ished, foil code numbers are sent 
to other departments where an 
identical composite is made. 


"When we get a sketch from 


another department," Zumbrock 
said, "we may see the suspect in 
Des Plaines and be able to make 
the arrest." 


Zumbrock said idcnti-kit com- 


posites aided police in capturing 
two men last year in connection 
with a series of grocery store 
robberies in Des Plaines. 


"I realized exactly who they 


were while I was making the 
composite."

ficers attending the week-long 
school study human facial char- 
acteristics with emphasis on re- 
calling descriptions of suspects. 


Dennis' students also practice 


making composites from snap- 
shots. 


"It's not a crystal ball," said 


Dennis, "but it eliminates a lot of 
people from the field of sus- 
pects." 


"For instance," he said, "there 


are a lot of white males 6 feet 2 
inches tall. But with this infor- 
mation plus a composite, we've 
eliminated all white six foot two 
inch tall males that don't look 
just like him." 


HE SAID kdcnti-kit sketches 


by U.S. Postal Inspectors he had 
taught helped break up a postal 
robbery ring operating statewide 
two years ago. 


"It's 
actually the 
greatest 


practical crimefighting aid since 
fingerprints," Dennis said. 


Police can also tell how people 


have changed their appearance 
in between crimes, Zumbrock 
said. "A suspect may have a 
beard and a clean shaven face on 
two different sketches, but the 
face Is the same on both." 


"We could make a composite 


of a 110 year-old person," he 
said. "But to pick him out of 
a crowd, we wouldn't need idcnti- 
kit."

2 bills in Springfield 
Mental health aid on way? 


Two measures have been approved in 


the Illinois General Assembly that may 
ease the financial crunch facing the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Townships Mental 


Health Center. 


One bill has passed both houses in the 


legislature authorizing townships to levy 
a tax, without referendum, to finance 


Bond sale interest rate 
will save area $65,000 


A $65,000 savings for Schaumburg 


Township residents during the next 16 
years will come because of a 4.9 per cent 
Interest rate obtained in a $2 million 
bond sale. 


A contract for the bonds was awarded 


Tuesday by the Elementary School Dist. 
54 board of education to the Continental 
Bank of Chicago. 


The financing, part of a $7.3 million 


bond issue approved by voters in 1970, 
will be used to defray the costs at five 
schools now under construction in the 
district. 


They include Eisenhower Junior High 


School, Hoffman Estates; Hoover Ele- 
mentary School, Schaumburg; Link Ele- 
mentary School, Elk Grove Village, and 
Einstein and Walden elementary schools 
in Hanover Park. 


"An increased investor's rating re- 


sulted in a total of eight bids for the 
bonds with all interest rates well below 
the 5% per cent rate the district was 
seeking," said Marvin Lapicola, assist- 
ant superintendent-finance. This is the 
largest number of bids ever received for 
a Dist. 54 bond sale, he added. 


THE DISTRICT had expected to pay 


approximately $1,003,000 in interest costs 
on the bond. "Now with the exceptionally 
good lower Interest rate we received, we 
will profit by approximately $65,000," he 
added. 


Lapicola said the district has, for the 


past six years, been given a triple B rat- 
Ing by Moody's Investor Raging. "After 
telephone contacts and exchanges of fi- 
nancial information we convinced Moody 
our rating should be raised to an A," 
said Lapicola. 


"The district had a lower rating in pre- 


vious years because of its rapid growth 
and lack of increasing tax base. 


"When we were able to show that our 


tax base took a 25 per cent jump from 
the previous year, we got a higher rat- 
Ing," said Lapicola. The district's 1972 
total assessed valuation is approximately 


$260,814,428. 


Lapicola said investors are usually re- 


luctant to purchase bonds unless a school 
district is rated highly by investor's rat- 
ing houses. Most school districts in this 
area are rated A and the only two higher 
ratings above it, are double-A and Triple- 
A. 


LAPICOLA said the district is espe- 


cially pleased about its ability to attract 
good, low bidders because this means tax 
rates in the districts should continue to 
drop. 


"This year's tax rate dropped by 11 


cents from $2.89 per every $100 of as- 
sessed valuation to the present tax rate 
of $2.70. 


"Next year's tax rate should drop to at 


least $2.72," predicts Lapicola.

Mrs. Duoba said the commission is 


currently concerned with devising a plan 
to Implement moderate-income housing 
in the village. She said the members will 
be studying housing plans in neighboring 
communities before making recommen- 
dations.

Finally, the Schcrmers learned the last 


week in May that Amy would arrive at 
O'Hare Airport Friday, June 1. 


THE FAMILY, that Includes three of 


the Schcrmcr's own children, was ecsta- 
tic to have the baby home at last, said 
Mrs. Schcrmer, but Amy spent only two 
nights with them. It was then learned 
that she had to go to the hospital to be 
treated for rickets, a vitamin D deficien- 
cy disease. 


Amy spent 10 days in the hospital, but 


she's healthy now and home to stay. 


"She just fits in beautifully," Mrs. 


Schermer said. "We couldn't as>k for a 
better baby." 


Mrs. Schermer is anxious to be the 


friend and confidant she didn't have to 
other couples Interested in adopting over* 
seas children. 


"IP ANYBODY wants help, perhaps I 


could give them a few shortcuts," she 
said "I know I would have appreciated 
just having somebody to talk to about 
it" 


The couple agreed that despite the 


frustrations in getting Amy, they'd go 
through it all again. 


"It's all worth It," Mrs. Schermer said. 


"It requires a lot of patience and there 
were a few tears shed in between time, 
too. You think it will never happen, but it 
does." 


The Schermers feel giving Amy a 


home Is their way of helping someone 
who needs them. 


"We always wanted to 'do something 


for somebody and this seemed a good 
way," Mrs. Schermer said. They will go 
to court in about six months to legally 
adopt Amy. 


THE COUPLE first considered adopt- 


ing an American child, but they learned 
that there Is a two or three-year waiting 
list of couples who want babies. 


"We found out we wouldn't be doing 


anything by applying for an American 
child," Joe said, "so we decided to try to 
get an overseas child who otherwise 
wouldn't have a chance." 


This isn't the first time the Schermers 


have shared their home with an or- 
phaned child. They have had four foster 
children at different times in the past 
nine years. 


The last foster child was a baby, Mrs. 


Schermer said, who was very hard for 
the family to give up. That's when the 
couple began discussing a permanent 
adoption. 


"We're all so happy to have Amy," she 


said, "when we had our own kids, Joe 
and I shared in the happiness, but with 
Amy the happiness is multiplied because 
they can share it too "

Don't let that funny noise you some* 


times hear during the evenings bother 
you. Nor the accompanying smelly mist.

The noise and. mainly, the mist arc Iho 


Ialc.it efforts to kill mosquito* that make 
the miitnko of venturing into Palatine. 


Residents may have become unaccus- 


tomed to the sound and smell of doing 
away Kith mosquito*, bccnu.sc, until this 
week, no spraying has taken place In the 
village since I9C9. 


An ordinance adopted in spring of 1970 


prohibited the spraying of certain types 
of chemicals, one of which, Malathlon,

had been used by the Northwest Mos- 
quito Abatement District, 


Gut village trustees, seeking an effec- 


tive way to combat mosquitos, con- 
tracted earlier this month for Clnrkc 
Outdoor Spraying Co. Inc., LaGrangc, to 
spray in Palatine. 


THE FIRST FOGGING took place last 


Saturday. Others arc scheduled for Mon- 


day and Tuesday nights. 


Both Clarke and the abatement district 


will be working toward the same goal — 
eliminating mosquitos — with some over- 
lap of efforts. 


The abatement district has had four 


trucks working in Palatine Township 
since April, mainly treating potential 
breeding spots. 


Clarke also will be treating catch ba- 


sins and bodies of standing water, which 
breed mosquitos, in addition to its spray- 
ing program. Also, larvae-eating min- 
nows will be stocked into ponds in mid- 
July. 


John L. Clarke Jr., vice president of 


the firm, said one unusual problem in 
treating Palatine's mosquito. population 
is the high number of breeding spots. 


A SURVEY of the village and imme- 


diately adjacent areas turned up 626 
acres of potential breeding areas, ac- 
cording to Clarke, A more typical 
amount for a municipality of Palatine's 
size, he said, would be 200 acres. 


Clarke attributed the large amount of 


breeding spots to a number of low areas 
which retain water. 


He offered a few tips for mosquito-bit- 


ten residents: 


• Make sure roof gutters arc clean. 
• Flush bird baths weekly. 
• Empty water-holding containers. 
Residents also are advised to keep an 


eye on the family dog during the mos- 
quito season. If he shows signs of slug- 
gishness or shortness of breath, he could 
be Infected with heart worm. 


About 12 per cent of the dogs In this 


area arc estimated to contract heart 
worm, which Is not fatal if treated. 


The disease is spread by mosquitos 


who bite dogs after previously biting dis- 
ease-carrying birds.

Accidents plague tollway

You're traveling westbound at 


i>5 miles per hour on (lie North- 
west Tollway when you spot a 
line of cars ahead of you backed 
up from the Harrington Road 
exit ramp. 


If you're lucky, you've applied 


your brakes in time to avoid a 
collision. If not, you become an- 
other victim of the most acci- 
dent-prone spot on the tollway, 


according to Michael Hartigan, 
chief engineer with the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority. 


The Barrington Road exit has 


been one of the tollway's most 
problem ramps because "there's 
just too much traffic" for it to 
handle, Hartigan said. Like most 
of the tollway systems' ramps, it 
was designed in the mid 1950s 
when consulting engineers deter- 
mined where entrance and exit 


WHEN THESE CARS irav- 
olod the tollway it was no 
different than it is today. 
Engineers dosigning tho ac- 
cess points to tho North- 
west Tollway 20 years ago 


did so based on traffic pat- 
terns at that time. Things 
have changed drastically 
since then, but not the toll- 
way ramps. 


ramps would be placed based on 
traffic standards at the time. 


TODAY THE tollway traffic 


volume in the suburbs has vastly 
increased, but most of the toll- 
way's engineered layout appar- 
ently will not change. 


While the Barrington Road 


ramp is being redesigned with 
traffic lights at the end of the 
ramp to enhance the flow of traf- 
fic there, most other ramps are 
destined to remain the work of 
20-year-old planning, according 
to Hartigan. 


"In most cases, the ramps 


were designed more amply than 
standards 
called 
for at 
the 


time," Hartigan said. "Any addi- 
tional ramps built since then 
have been based on traffic stud- 
ies which show the level of traf- 
fic in various areas." 


In designing the location of 


ramps, Hartigan said engineers 
consider what traffic demands 
ore in an area, whether an ac- 
cess ramp would overtax the sys- 
tem in terms of traffic and safe- 
ty, and also whether the tollway 
authority could afford the cost of 
construction. 


ACCIDENT 
REPORTS 
are 


considered, too, in determining 
the need for changes in access 
points, he said. But often, a clear 
history of traffic problems in an 
area must be determined before 
changes are considered. 


At the interchange of the 


Northwest Tollway, Algonquin 
Road, Rte. 53 for example, Hart- 
igan said the year-old section 
simply doesn't have enough traf- 
fic "history" to warrant a traffic 
change study. 


Rolling Meadows police, who 


along with state police patrol 
that section of road, say there 
have not been many accidents at 
the interchange, although Police 
Chief Lewis Case said the section 
is engineered poorly. 


"It lacks a lot of safety engi- 


neering but apparently that was

Residents of the Pleasant Hill subdivi- 


sion In Palatine challenged Village Engi- 
neer Walter Hodel this week over his 
contention that the Improvement of Col- 
fax Street will not worsen flooding In 
their subdivision. 


Several residents of Pleasant Hill, in- 


cluding the president of the area's home- 
owners association, confronted Hodel at 
the village board meeting Monday night. 


They Insisted that the installation of a 


large storm sewer designed to drain wa- 
ter from the train station at Colfax and 
Smith streets would cause more flooding 
downstream. 


MODEL. HOWEVER, asserted that the 


amount of water added to Salt Creek by 
the new storm sewer would be "negli- 
gible." 


"You will have water as you've had 


before," he told the residents. "But in 
my opinion, you won't have more water 
than you had before." 


Hodel said a baffle designed to regu- 


late the flow of storm water from the 
proposed Colfax Street sewer to the 
creek would limit to "Immaterial" the 
amount of water affecting the Pleasant 
Hill area. 


Residents, however, disputed Hodel's 


opinion. Carol Zcmpel, president of the 
Homeowners Association of the Pleasant 
Hill Area, presented a letter on behalf of 
the 70 families In the organization object- 
Ing to the new storm sewer as "an ex- 
tremely shortsighted solution." 


"Salt Creek cannot handle the water 


now," she said. "Therefore, any Increase 


obviously will cause more problems." 


Another resident, 
Dan Magel, 244 


Pleasant Hill Blvd., questioned whether 
" "The magic baffle is going to do every- 
thing for us." 


Hodel's projections were based on 


"typical" rainfalls for this area, as de- 
fined by the U.S. government. But 
Trustee Bryan P. Coughlln Jr. chal- 
lenged the definition of "typical," say- 
ing, "I have lived through rains In this 
town. Let's talk about what really hap- 
pens, not what the government talks 
about in Its publications." 


FLOODING overshadowed the one- 


hour discussion of the Colfax Street im- 
provement project, which some trustees 
would like to revise. 


Coughlln, who believes the two-lane 


street should be repaved rather than wid- 
ened, referred to plans for a four-lar/e 
road as a "VIP memorial highway." 


His reference was to the plans having 


been developed by the previous village 
board, which was dominated by Village 
Independent Party members. The major- 
ity of the board now is Republican. 


Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun pointed 


out that the monetary savings in retain- 
ing the present two lanes of Colfax be- 
tween Smith Street and Qucntln Road 
rather than expanding the road would be 
minimal. He described the project as 
"feasible," and said "It makes sense" as 
currently drawn. 


The $1.4 million project was originally 


planned more than two years ago, but 
has been tied up In litigation over how to 


split the costs. A Cook County Circuit 
Court jury last spring agreed with the 
village's plan to assess Colfax Street 
property owners 30 per cent of the cost, 
and to provide the remaining 70 per cent 
from village funds. 


Kenneth 0. Stoneslfer, attorney for the ; 


Palatine Board of Local Improvements, • 
said any major changes in the improve-'. 
ment plans would mean starting from 
the beginning, and could possibly involve 
another lawsuit. 


The village has until July 7 to accept 


or reject bids submitted on the project. 
Low bid was $1,319,183.50 from Rock 
Road Co., Des Plaines. 


Mosquito forecast bugs two experts 


It's been an all right year, so far as 


mosquitoes go. But mosquito watchers 
differ in their forecasts of what to expect 
this weekend. 


John L. Clarke Jr., vice president of 


Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. Inc., La 
Grange, predicts the pesky insects will 
be out In full force over the weekend. 


However, Wilbur R. Mitchell, direc- 


tor of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, Wheeling, says the mosquitoes 
shouldn't be bad at all. 


Both authorities base their outlooks on 


the heavy storm which hit the Northwest 
suburban area June 16, but draw oppo- 
site conclusions from the storm and en- 
suing weather conditions. 


CI,AUKE SAYS the storm produced 


the usual effect of carrying mosquito 
eggs to bodies of standing water, where, 
with the subsequent two weeks of warm 
weather, they're about ready to hatch. 


Mitchell, on the other hand, says "good 


ol' Mother Nature" has taken care of the 
mosquito larvae, Heat from the sun has 
dried up many natural breeding areas, 


Mitchell soys, and as a result, "there 
won't be anything near what we antici- 
pated." 


Mitchell, whose* abatement district 


handles anti-mosquito efforts throughout 
the Northwest suburbs, said regular 
checks on the 
mosquito population 


showed "a drastic drop" in the past two 
days. 


ORIGINAL estimates for a. bumper 


crop of mosquitoes this season, he said, 
have not been fulfilled. "So far, It's shap- 
ing up real good," he added. 


Clarke, whose firm has been engaged 


for mosquito control by 120 Chicago area 
communities, Including Palatine, Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg, says, "At 
this point, the mosquito population 
throughout the Chicago area is very 
light. We arc more or less between 
broods." 


However, "we still have eggs out 


there," he added. "How bad it will be 
depends on the rainfall. The potential is 
still there."

Mrs. Schcrmer snld. and finally called 
the Holt ngency In October. The apeiiry 


told her the Information on (ho family 
and Amy was In the hands of the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service nnd it 
would probably be another three to five 
months before they would know any- 
thing. 


To pass the time, Mrs. Schcrmcr went 


to work as a secretary nt Adlai Steven- 
son High School In Prairie View. The 
women there later gave her a baby 
shower and another group of neighbors 
also surprised her with gifts. 


The five-month wait stretched to six 


nnd then to seven and the Schcrmers 
learned the Immigration service had lost 
Amy's birth certificate and some other 
important papers. 


"It was so frustrating," Joe said. "It 


was like hitting our heads against a 
brick wall." 


Finally, the Schcrmcrs learned the last 


week In May that Amy would arrive at 
O'llnre Airport Friday, June 1. 


THK FAMILY, that Includes three of 


the Schcrmcr's own children, was ecsta- 
tic to have the baby homo at last, said 
Mrs. Schcrmcr, but Amy spent only two 
nights with them. It was then learned 
that she had to go to the hospital to be 
treated for rickets, a vitamin 0 deficien- 
cy disease. 


Amy spent 10 days In the hospital, but 


sho's healthy now and home to stay. 


"She just fits In beautifully," Mrs. 


Schcrmer said. "We couldn't ask for a 
better baby." 


Mrs. Schcrmcr Is anxious to be the 


friend and confidant she didn't have to 
other couples Interested In adopting over- 
seas children. 


"IK ANYBODY wants help, perhaps I 


could give them a few shortcuts," she 


said. "I know I would have appreciated 
just having somebody to talk to about 
It." 


The couple agreed that despite the 


frustrations in getting Amy, they'd go 
through it all again. 


"It's all worth it," Mrs. Schermer said. 


"It requires a lot of patience and there 
were a few tears shed In between time, 
too. You think it will never happen, but It 
does." 


The Schermcrs feel giving Amy a 


home Is their way of helping someone 
who needs them. 


"We always wanted to do something 


for somebody and this seemed a good 
way," Mrs. Schermer said. They will go 
to court In about six months to legally 
adopt Amy. 


THE COUPLE first considered adopt- 


ing an American child, but they learned 
that there is a two or three-year waiting 
list of couples who want babies. 


"We found out we wouldn't be doing 


anything by applying for an American 
child," Joo said, "so we decided to try to 
get an overseas child who otherwise 
wouldn't have a chance." 


This Isn't the first time the Schcrmers 


have shared their home with an or- 
phaned child. They have had four foster 
children at different times in the past 
nine years. 


The last foster child was a baby, Mrs. 


Schermer said, who was very hard for 
the family to give up. That's when the 
couple began discussing a permanent 
adoption. 


"We're nil so happy to have Amy," she 


said, "when we had our own kids, Joe 
and I shared in the happiness, but with 
Amy the happiness is multiplied because 
they can share It too."

Outmoded exit ramps, signs 
Accidents plague tollway 


by TON! GINNETTI 


You're traveling westbound at 


65 miles per hour on the North- 
west Tollwny when you spot a 
line of cars ahead of you backed 
up from the Barrlngton Road 
exit ramp. 


If you're lucky, you've applied 


your brakes in time to avoid a 
collision. If not, you become an- 
other victim of the most acci- 
dent-prone spot on the tollway, 


according to Michael Hartigan, 
chief engineer with the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority. 


The Harrington Road exit has 


been one of the toliway's most 
problem ramps because "there's 
just too much traffic" for it to 
handle, Hartigan said. Like most 
of the tollway systems' ramps, It 
•was designed in the mid 1950s 
when consulting engineers deter- 
mined where entrance and exit 


WHEN THESE CARS frav- 
elod <ho tollway it was no 
different than it is today. 
Engineers designing the ac- 
cess points to the North- 
west Tollway 20 years ago 


did so based on traffic pat- 
terns at that time. Things 
have 
changed drastically 


since then, but not the toll- 
way ramps. 


ramps would be placed based on 
traffic standards at the time. 


TODAY THE tollway traffic 


volume in the suburbs has vastly 
increased, but most of the toll- 
way's engineered layout appar- 
ently will not change. 


While the Barrington Road 


ramp is being redesigned with 
traffic lights at the end of the 
ramp to enhance the flow of traf- 
fic there, most other ramps are 
destined to remain the work of 
20-year-old planning, according 
to Hartigan. 


"In most cases, the ramps 


were designed more amply than 
standards called 
for at 
the 


time," Hartigan said. "Any addi- 
tional ramps built since then 
have been based on traffic stud- 
ies which show the level of traf- 
fic in various areas." 


In designing the location of 


ramps, Hartigan said engineers 
consider what traffic demands 
are in an area, whether an ac- 
cess ramp would overtax the sys- 
tem in terms of traffic and safe- 
ty, and also whether the tollway 
authority could afford the cost of 
construction. 


ACCIDENT 
REPORTS 
are 


considered, too, in determining 
the need for changes in" access 
points, he said. But often, a clear 
history of traffic problems in an 
orca must be determined before 
changes are considered. 


At the interchange of 
the 


Northwest Tollway, Algonquin 
Road, Rte. 53 for example, Hart- 
igan said the year-old section 
simply doesn't have enough traf- 
fic "history" to warrant a traffic 
change study. 


Rolling Meadows police, who 


along with state police patrol 
that section of road, say there 
have not been many accidents at 
the interchange, although Police 
Chief Lewis Case said the section 
is engineered poorly. 


"It lacks a lot of safety engi- 


neering but apparently that was

earning a $27,500 annual salary, signed 
the license on the branch facility to be 
constructed on the north side of Schaum- 
burg Road, west of Rosclle Road. 


"THERE IS no accusation of hanky-

Mosquito forecast bugs two experts 


It's been an all right year, so far as 


mosquitoes go. But mosquito watchers 
differ In their forecasts of what to expect 
this weekend. 


John L. Clarke Jr., vice president of 


Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. Inc., La 
Grange, predicts the pesky insects will 
be out in full force over the weekend. 


However, Wilbur R. Mitchell, direc- 


tor of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, Wheeling, says the mosquitoes 
shouldn't be bad at all. 


Both authorities base their outlooks on 


the heavy storm which hit the Northwest 
suburban area June 1C, but draw oppo- 


site conclusions from the storm and en- 
suing weather conditions. 


CLARKE SAYS the storm produced 


the usual effect of carrying mosquito 
eggs to bodies of standing water, where, 
with the subsequent two weeks of warm 
weather, they're about ready to hatch. 


Mitchell, on the other hand, says "good 


ol' Mother Nature" has taken care of the 
mosquito larvae. Heat from the sun has 
dried up many natural breeding areas, 
Mitchell says, and as a result, "there 
won't be anything near what we antici- 
pated."

rcntly, townships cannot use tax funds 
for mental health expenditures. 


The tax levy (or Elk Grove and 


Schaumburg townships could be up to 
J2.50 for a home with $10,000 assessed 
valuation. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


center, said if the bill Ls signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker and "assuming we can 
work with the townships," the tax would 
eliminate most of the center's funding 
problems. If the bill Is signed into law, 
the tax would not be levied until next 
year. 


THE SECOND DILI., which passed the 


Senate and was sent to the House, in- 
creases the appropriation for tho state

LAPICOLA said the district is espe-

"This year's tax rate dropped by 11 


cents from $2.89 per every $100 of as-

"Next year's tax rate should drop to at

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River Trails 
schools leader 
'didn't work out'

Included In the frustrating scries of 


events were lack of action on pressing 
projects, teacher dissatisfaction, and a 
serious lack of judgment in tho hiring of 
a school principal, according to Informed 
board sources. 


Warden resigned as superintendent at 


the end of Atuy. Though school board 
members refused to comment on whcth- 
or the board hud asked for Warden's res- 
ignation, it wai obvious that the board 
bought up Warden's contract when the 
board gave him n chock for $14,000 in 
addition to the remainder of this year's 
salary. 


According to board sources, Warden 


was at oddi with Utc school board as car 
ly as fall, 1072. 


I'AUAMOUNT AMONG the problems 


that popped up In board members' 
minds, according to sources, were War- 
den's reassignment of two Dlst. 23 prlncl- 
pali in spring, 1972, and the lack of prog- 
rc« In teachers' negotiations In the fall. 


In .spring, 1072, Warden recommended 


the reassignment of Dca Amundson, 
principal at Fcchanvillo School, and Jim 
Acklcy, principal at tho River Trails Ju- 
nior High School, to other positions in the 
district. 


"The principal transfers were obviously 


disruptive. Hut tho choice (hero seemed 
reasonable to tho board then," ono offi- 
cial explained. 


In fact, at that time all the board 


members except Ted Wallenberg wcro 
new to the board and nono had any cause 
to question Warden's judgment as super- 
intendent 


According to board sources, Warden 


recommended tho principal transfers be- 
cause of n question of "administrative 
competence." 


Though both principals protested the 


reassignment* at first, they both decided 
to acquiesce after the board granted 
them each a private hearing.

THE PRIVATE hearings did nothing to 


change the situation, however. Miss 
Amundson was subsequently tranferrcd 
from her first asslghmcnt at the River 
Road School to teaching a self-contained 
classroom at tho River Trails Junior 
High School. Acklcy stayed at his reas- 
signment as director of district resource 
centers. After Warden's resignation, ho 
was reassigned as principal, this time at 
Fechanvllle School.

"He just didn't 
think I was the man for the junior high," 
ho explained. "But that's the superin- 
tendent's prerogative. I think the board 
ployed It as a board should. You hire the 
superintendent to run the schools. If you 
wont to run tho schools, you get rid of 
the superintendent." 


Teacher dissatisfaction with lock of 


progress on negotiations was also begin- 
ning to bother the board, according to 
ono source. Tho problem was "the fact 
that nobody was addressing themselves 
to the question of where we were and 
what lack of progress there was," the 
source said. "When you get that kind of 
dissatisfaction, there Is usually a cause." 


To stem tho tide of teacher dis- 


satisfaction, several board members de- 
cided to sit in on teacher negotiations 
themselves. About two weeks after 
school had started, teachers signed a 
contract with the board. 


"IT WAS THE little things that really 


started to gnaw on people," a spokesman 
explained. "Letters not being written or 
sent out. There wore a number of phone 
calls from people who'd been in the dis- 
trict a long time who were familiar with 
things. They didn't like tho things they 
saw going on, the lack of results, and the 
problems that upset teachers that we- 
ren't being taken core of." 
According to sources, Warden wasn't ha- 
ving problems with just the teachers and 
parents. As less administrative functions 
were getting done, Assistant Supt. James 
Rctzlaff was finding It harder to deal 
with Warden, the spokesman said. "Retz- 
laff had a choice of keeping quiet or 
trying to got things done," said the 
source. "The more he tried to get things 
done, the more defensive Tom got, and 
tho association deteriorated." 


There had been rumors that Retzlaff 


was trying to undermine Warden as su- 
perintendent to catapult his own career. 
According to one Informed board source,

you realize how much is involved in the 
job," said Crail. 


Five sports will be covered In the 


class: basketball, flag football, volley 
ball, floor hockey and the common rules 
of baseball-Softball. 


FOR EACH SPORT, the students will 


first study and pass a written test on the 
rules for that sport. They will then prac- 
tice judging an actual contest, learning 
where the officials should be during a 
game, how to spot an infraction of the 
rules and what penalty to call. 


The larger than expected class is a 


benefit, according to Crail. He said there 
arc enough students to have some play- 
ing a game, others acting as officials and 
the rest observing and commenting on 
how the student-officials do their job. 


The "on the job" training is important 


to Crail because mere knowledge of how 
a game is played and what the rules arc 
is not enough. "You can have a very 
good 'head knowledge' of a sport and 
still be a poor judge of what is going 
on," he said. 


Crail said the students will follow the 


district's policy of having officials be 
more than judges, also acting as instruc- 
tors. The students, when they call penal- 
ties, will have to explain why they were 
called, what rule was violated and why 
the particular penalty is imposed. 


SOME PROBLEMS are expected with 


students in a game who don't respect an 
official who is a fellow classmate. "They 
(student-officials) have to learn they run 
the game. They are in charge. They 
don't have to take anything from any- 
one." 


Crail said the training students receive 


should be thorough enough to impress 
the school coaches and the players "that 
this is a qualified referee."

problems with Arthur Adelberg, the prin- 
cipal at Feehanville who had a history of 
problems as a superintendent in Elm- 
hurst Dist. 3., were instrumental in bring 
ing about action by the board. 


"The main thing was what was hap- 


pening to the district in terms of educa- 
tion," one spokesman explained. "The 
element that was probably most pro- 
nounced was that he didn't do the proper 
homework when handling Adelberg." 


Also, the board apparently was begin- 


ning to think of Warden as much too 
abrasive for a school superintendent. 
"Early in this year, Tom really didn't 
have the greatest attitude towards the 
board," the source explained. "Really, it 
was something less than cooperative and 
respectful of people as people. Tom can- 
not conceive that he has any deficiencies. 
Everybody else is bad, at fault and 
wrong." 


ASKED IF WARDEN'S problems In 


Elk Grove Township School Dist. 59 (he 
was transferred from the principalship of 
Forest View Elementary School by Supt. 
Don Thomas) figured in the board's deci- 
sion at all, the board source said, "This 
board was de-tuned from 59 details. He 
(Warden) was evaluated, pure and 
simple, on what he did hi Dist. 26." 


Thomas reassigned Warden as curricu-

If you're lucky, you've applied 


your brakes in time to avoid a 
collision. If not, you become an- 
other victim of the most acci- 
dent-prone spot on the tollway, 


according to Michael Hartigan, 
chief engineer with the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority. 


The Barrington Road exit has 


been one of the tollway's most 
problem ramps because "there's 
just too much traffic" for it to 
handle, Hartigan said. Like most 
of the tollway systems' ramps, it 
was designed in the mid 1950s 
when consulting engineers deter- 
mined where entrance and exit 


WHEN THESE CARS trnv- 
eled the tollway it was no 
different than it is today. 
Engineers designing the ac- 
cess points to the North- 
west Tollway 20 years ago 


did so based on traffic pat- 
terns at that time. Things 
have 
changed drastically 


since then, but not the toll- 
way ramps. 


ramps would be placed based on 
traffic standards at the time. 


TODAY THE tollway traffic 


volume in the suburbs has vastly 
increased, but most of the toll- 
way's engineered layout appar- 
ently will not change. 


While the Barrington Road 


ramp is being redesigned with 
traffic lights at the end of the 
ramp to enhance the flow of traf- 
fic there, most other ramps are 
destined to remain the work of 
20-year-old planning, according 
to Hartigan. 


"In most cases, the ramps 


were designed more amply than 
standards 
called 
for at 
the 


time," Hartigan said. "Any addi- 
tional ramps built since then 
have been based on traffic stud- 
ies which show the level of traf- 
fic in various areas." 


In designing the location of 


ramps, Hartigan said engineers 
consider what traffic demands 
are in an area, whether an ac- 
cess ramp would overtax the sys- 
tem in terms of traffic and safe- 
ty, and also whether the tollway 
authority could afford the cost of 
construction. 


ACCIDENT 
REPORTS 
are 


considered, too, in determining 
the need for changes in access 
points, he said. But often, a clear 
history of traffic problems in an 
area must be determined before 
changes are considered. 


At the interchange of the 


Northwest Tollway, 
Algonquin 


Road, Rte. 53 for example, Hart- 
igan said the year-old section 
simply doesn't have enough traf- 
fic "history" to warrant a traffic 
change study. 


Rolling Meadows police, who 


along with state police patrol 
that section of road, say there 
have not been many accidents at 
the interchange, although Police 
Chief Lewis Case said the section 
is engineered poorly. 


"It lacks a lot of safety engi- 


neering but apparently that was

ators. 


Paul Arnoldc, Illinois Bell Manager, 


said almost a quarter of Bell's customers 
would be served by offices with the com- 


puter switching system necessary for 
IDDD by 1976. 


Some telephones in Elk Grove Village 


are already part of the IDDD system. 


Countries served by IDDD range from 


Venezuela to Australia through Hong 
Kong and Sweden.

No plan board 
advise on 
Harper site 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion will send no definative recommenda- 
tion to the board of trustees regarding 
the possibility of a campus for Harper 
College on Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in the village. 


Following a public hearing last night 


on Harper's request that the 146-acre 
parcel of land be set aside in the village 
master plan for educational use, four 
commissioners voted in favor of the 
request, one voted against it and three 
passed. 


The request for the change in the mas: 


ter plan will now go to the board of 
trustees for consideration and the board 
will "have no recommendation from us," 
O.V. Anderson, plan commission chair- 
man said following the vote. 


The commission took its action after 


hearing presentations from Harper offi- 
cials on the need for the site and hearing 
a request from officials of the Mayo 
Foundation, operators of the Mayo Clinic 
in Rochester, Minn., and owners of the 
land, that the request be denied. 


IF THE LAND is designated for a Har- 


per site, any request from a private de- 
veloper to build on the land would be 
held up for a year from the time of his 
request so the college could buy the land, 
according to Illinois law. 


William Mann, Harper College vice 


president of business affairs, told the 
commission the college board had stud- 
ied several parcels of land and had de- 
cided the site was the most suitable. 


Before the site can be purchased, ac- 


cording to Mann, the college must obtain 
permission from the Illinois Junior Col- 
lege Board and the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. 


The board of higher education has held 


up Harper's request for a second campus 
until it can complete a study of enroll- 
ments and needs for all state colleges. 


OFFICIALS FOR the Mayo Foundation 


said they oppose the Harper request be- 
cause of the chances for lengthy delay 
before the college will know whether it 
can buy the land. 


The foundation is paying $4,000 a year 


more in taxes than the rent it receives 
from the owners of the land and wants to 
sell the land quickly so the proceeds can 
be invested to provide income for the 
foundation's medical education and re- 
search programs, according to Karl Lad- 
ner, Mayo treasurer. 


Gregg Orwoll, attorney for Mayo, said 


the foundation is sympathetic with Har- 
per needs, but added, "We think there is 
considerable doubt that a second campus 
is going to be developed at all." 


Orwoll also said that although Mayo 


could still sell the land if It were set 
aside for Harper on the master plan, the 
price the foundation would receive for 
the land would probably be lower. 


COMMISSIONER Madeline Schroeder, 


a member of the citizen's committee 
which suggested that Harper study the 
possibility of a second campus, said she 
was "dismayed" that officials had gone 
ahead with seeking the site before fur- 
ther study. "Perhaps we should take a 
little more time to look at the factors 
involved," she said. 


On the final vote, Commissioner Leo 


Mueller voted against designating the 
site for Harper and Mrs. Schroeder, Rus- 
sell Colvin and chairman

It's been an all right year, so far as 


mosquitoes go. But mosquito watchers 
differ In their forecasts of what to expect 
this weekend. 


John L. Clarke Jr., vice president of 


Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. Inc., La 
Grange, predicts the pesky insects will 
be out In full force over the weekend. 


However, Wilbur R. Mitchell, direc- 


tor of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, Wheeling, says the mosquitoes 
shouldn't be bad at all. 


Both authorities base their outlooks on 


the heavy storm which hit the Northwest 
suburban area June 16, but draw oppo- 


site conclusions from the storm and en- 
suing weather conditions. 


CLARKE SAYS the storm produced 


the usual effect of carrying mosquito 
eggs to bodies of standing water, where, 
with the subsequent two weeks of warm 
weather, they're about ready to hatch. 


Mitchell, on the other hand, says "good 


ol* Mother Nature" has taken care of the 
mosquito larvae. Heat from the sun has 
dried up many natural breeding areas, 
Mitchell says, and as a result, "there 
won't be anything near what we antici- 
pated." 


Mitchell, whose abatement 
district 


handles anti-mosquito efforts throughout 
the Northwest suburbs, said regular 
checks on the mosquito population 
showed "a drastic drop" in the past two 
days. 


ORIGINAL estimates for a bumper 


crop of mosquitoes this season, he said, 
have not been fulfilled. "So far, it's shap- 
ing up real good," he added. 


Clarke, whose firm has been engaged 


for mosquito control by 120 Chicago area 
communities, including Palatine, 
Hoff- 


man Estates and Schaumburg, says, "At 
this point, the mosquito population 
throughout the Chicago area is very

My 
reaction Ls that Interstate trav- 
elers have more interest in Mil- 
waukee than Waukcgan. We're 
trying to pull people through ma- 
jor interchanges. 


"IK TIIKHK Is a major traffic 


generator, we put up a sign 
there," he said. One such sign is 
that leading to the Arlington 
Park Race Track. "There are 
30,000 people who go to the track 
and about five per cent arc new 
people. You don't want them 
wandering around the road be- 
cause then there would be acci- 
dents for sure." 


Hartlgan said even though a 


sign for the track is located on 
the tollway, there arc still com- 
plaints from people who miss the 
exit. "People say because of us 
they missed the first race and that 
they had the sure winner and we 
cost them SM.20! 


"Signing is almost an art and a 


difficult 
art," 
Hartigan said. 


"What we should do is do the 
s i g n i n g for the New York 
Throughway and have them do 
the signing for the Illinois Toll- 
way because the person who 
travels a road 
all the time 


doesn't need the signs. It's the 
unfamiliar traveler who needs 
them." 


Hartlgan said there are no par- 


ticular problems on the tollway 
in the area of O'Harc Airport. 
"We do have another exit being 
built near O'Hore that will handle 
traffic from the northbound Tri- 
Statc Tollway. It will connect 
with the River Road ramp," he 
said. Hartlgan said 
new toll 


plazas at the location will help di- 
vert about 40 per cent of the vol. 
umc of traffic now using the 
existing three-toll plaza there. 


Future changes In the tollway 


ramp system may depend on the 
success of a new computer sys- 
tem recording accident figures 
and studies, Hartigan 
added. 


Hnrtigan said the system "should 
help us keep on top of the situ- 
ation," and may help in the de- 
signing of future tollway access 
changes.
